Gay Games Responds to 
Access Questions 

In a letter to Coming Up! last month, before the 
start of Gay Games II, Rink complained that he and 
others had been excluded ‘‘from the entire week of 
events.” 

This is a curious statement. Nearly 300 press 
credentials were issued for the Games, and 200 of 
these were photographers. They included the Harvey 
Milk Archives and at least 15 representatives from the 


three local gay papers. 


Throughout the week, the media was allowed free 
and exciting access to all 17 sporting events — on 
the pool deck for Swimming & Diving and backstage 
at Physique, to cite two examples. 

Photographers at Kezar Stadium could use special 


‘areas that offered excellent sight lines of athletes 


marching in. Press were not allowed on the field or 
stage, however — the only such restriction imposed 
during the week. 

The Opening and Closing ceremonies were ma- 
jor choreographed events. Over 3,000 athletes, band 
members and dancers blended together on the field. 
It was our decision, given this size and complexity, 
that we could not allow 200 photographers unlimited 
access to the stadium. 

In comparison, do you ever see reporters in the 
huddle at a football game, or photographers roam- 
ing on stage during a concert performance? 

Six Official Photographers were chosen (3 men 
and 3 women) based on their previous contributions 
to the Games and professional ability. They were 
under contract with San Francisco Arts & Athletics 
to cover a minimum of three sports. 

SFAA is allowed to use their excellent photos for 
future promotional needs, including publications and 

‘archives. This arrangement insures that a// aspects 
of Gay Games II, not just stage shots, are documented 
for organizers in the years ahead. ; 

Rink should appreciate the fact that we handled 
all media; straight and gay, equally and fairly. A 
photographer from the straight press was incensed 
when he was not allowed on the field. He was told 
by a volunteer on my committee: “Where have you 
been for the last four years?” The next day, his superb 
photo, taken from the stands, appeared in the 
Examiner.

Healthy, Consensual Sexuality 
Once again, the cries arise, most recently in the 
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Village Voice, that we need to “examine’”’ the gay 
lifestyle, to see if we had “‘license” and not freedom, 
and to question whether it was immorality that led 
us to the tragedy of AIDS. 

Isn’t it obvious that superstitious sexual attitudes , 
have caused this kind of response, not anything in- 
herent in sexuality itself? When polio hit in the fif- 
ties, did people talk about the immorality of swim- 
ming in public pools (a connection, by the way, that 
has never been proven)? 

The only approach that makes sense is to learn 
scientifically how a disease is transmitted and inform 
people of how to prevent its transmission. If our 
society had a more circumspect attitude about sex, 
rather than the primitive, superstitious, guilt-carrying 
attitude that it presently does, the response would 
have been quite different — celebrations of safe sex 


. in the bathhouses and newspapers printing exact 


descriptions of safe sex activity (instead of having 
a U.S. Postmaster returning such materials as 
“obscene” and Canadian officials deleting descrip- 
tions of unsafe sex). 

In simialar fashion, drugs, like alcohol, have always 
been regarded as sinful in this country. But the 
moralizers would stop us from talking about safe drug 
use and stop the distribution of needles that might 
prevent disease transmission. This kind of wrong- 
headedness is going to result in the deaths of millions 
of people. 

I do not hope to convince the tiny-headed bigots 


who would wish for the death of all who have sex ' 


outside of marriage or who use drugs. But I would 
hope that those of more diverse lifestyle would 
realize that they are being asked to buy into a 
moralistic attitude that has no basis except as supersti- 
tion. We must work for the acceptance of healthy, 
consensual sexuality as a natural human right, and 
demand that any attack on disease not concern itself 
with superstitious bigotry, but only with helping peo- 
ple stay healthy.

Two Republican Votes for Bradley

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rights from being oppressed by the other? His veto 
message: further claims that AIDS discrimination 
legislation is redundant given the protection afforded 
under present California housing and employment 
law. This claim became moot when an administrative 
law judge ruled that no such protection exists under 
current California law. Informed of this decision, the 
Governor has no comment but to say he stands by 
his veto. Republican Senator H.L. Richardson praises 
the Governor’s veto, stating it is ‘* the Christian thing 
to do.” 

As an individual who happens to be gay, being an 
activist member of the Republcian Party for over 20 
years has not been always a pleasant experience. It 
has had its rewards, however. I am proud to have 
been the first ‘‘up-front gay person ”’ to receive the 
official endorsement of either major political party. 
In 1979 during my District Five Supervisorial race, 
the San Francisco Republican County Central Com- 
mittee made history for their endorsement of my can- 
didacy. The State and National Republican Party 
followed with a major donation and a letter of en- 
dorsement from Bill Brock, Chairman of the National 
Republican Party. As president of Concerned 
Republicans for Individual Rights, I am given credit 
for building the first politically powerful Republican 
volunteer club in which gay individuals were pro- 
minent. In my two tries for Supervisor, I became the 
first gay candidate to receive the endorsement of the 
San Francisco Examiner and the San Francisco Pro- 
gress. And Paul and I both have been elected to 
Republican County Central Committees. I mention 
these events only to remind you that our involve- 
ment and commitment to the Republican Party and 
its principles has not been brief or without effort. We 
are now and continue to be loyal to the founding 
principles of the Republican Party. Unfortuantely, we 
simply cannot and will not support the candidacy of 
Governor Deukmejian. 

Paul and I obviously have a personal interest in the 
the Governor’s handling of issues relating to AIDS. 
We had, for nearly a year, cared for a dear and good 
friend who recently passed away. Fortunately for our 
friend, he had worked for California’s leading bank. 
This bank has had a firm commitment to caring for 
its employees. However, having served as an unof- 
ficial advisor to other companies with regard to AIDS 
in the workplace, I know for a fact that numerous 
companies discriminate and shall continue to do so 
given what appears to be the blessing of our Gover- 
nor and the lack of protection under existing state 
and federal law. 

On Tuesday, November 4, we ask that you vote 
for Tom Bradley. Were he not qualified, we would 
be asking that you not vote at all. Mayor Bradley is 
qualified. And, judging from recent polls, he does 
have a chance to become governor.

Frameline Defends the Film Festival 

On behalf of Frameline, I would like to thank Com- 
ing Up! for providing the community with the op- 
portunity to discuss the programming of lesbian films 
in the San Francisco International Lesbian’and Gay 
Film Festival. 

Unfortunately, some of the letters published in last 
month’s issue contained some incorrect information. 
First, this year’s Festival received ten, not twenty, les- 
bian submissions; this includes all film and video for- 
mats. Of these ten works, six were selected for 
screening at the Festival. Concerning super-8 entries, 
the Festival received three, not eighteen. In the ten- 
year history of the Festival, we have never received 
18 super-8 entries in one year. Of the three super-8 
entries, one was made by women, Amazing Grace 
by Chris and Desiree Lymbertos. All three films were 
rejected by our screening committee. 

In their letter published in last month’s issue, Chris 
and Desiree Lymbertos gave the impression that the 
1985 Festival included several super-8 films, and that 
they were a popular program. The ’85 Festival includ- 
ed one super-8 film, and that program was attended 
by 53 people. In the same letter, I am personally ac- 
cused of rejecting super-8 as a format from this year’s 
Festival, and Frameline’s support of super-8 as a for- 
mat is questioned. I never personally reject any film 
or format submitted to the Festival. All submissions 
are screened and decisions made by our screening 
committee which is Frameline’s Board of Directors. 
In fact, to my knowledge, the San Francisco Inter- 
national Lesbian and Gay Film Festival is the only les- 
bian/gay festival in the country that has ever screened 
super-8 films. We are the only one that even solicits 
super-8 entries. Concerning our selection process, 
we have more people involved in deciding what we 
show than any other lesbian/gay festival and most 
non-gay festivals. 

Most of the letters criticizing the Festival wanted 
a balance between gay male and lesbian films. The 
reality of the situation (and we have been dealing with 
this since the Festival began) is that there are many 
more films by and about gay men than there are by 
and about lesbians. We cannot show films that do 
not exist. It is not, as Diane and Marjorie state in their 
letter, a sad commentary on the lesbian/gay com- 
munity in San Francisco, but a sad commentary on 
the situation of women in the film industry. Our 
critics should try to,help us in our continuing fight 
to change this situation rather than attacking the one, 
show case that exists for independent lesbian film and 
video in San Francisco. 

As Frameline’s support of lesbian films is ques- 
tioned, we wonder if our critics have forgotten the 
1985 Festival. That year the Festival opened with the 
North American premiere of Novembermoon play- 


ing to a sold -out house at the Castro Theater. This 
was the first time in the Festival's history that we sold- 
out the Castro. That festival also included six other 
lesbian features and several shorts and videos. The 
support of the lesbian community was fantastic! Why 
would the same group that produced that Festival 
not want to repeat that success in ’86? We tried, as 
we do every year, to get as many good lesbian films 
as possible, but they either were not available, or did 
not exist. 

Frameline’s Board of Directors is anxious to discuss 
these concerns with the community, and we have 
scheduled a public forum to address these issues for 
Thursday, September 18, 7:30 pm, at the Women’s

Dear Rick Lippincott: 

I was listening to your radio station today at about 
12:30 pm. I was quite startled to hear a comment 
made by the announcer, who turned out to be Jac- 
qui Sckarr. She was telling listeners that she had a 
great time this weekend at the San Diego zoo and en- 
couraged people to visit. She added something like, 
“Oh, but we have a great zoo in San Francisco. This 
weekend there were the Gay Games.” 

I couldn’t believe I had heard this derogatory 
remark. I called up the listener line and talked with 
Ms. Sckarr. She confirmed that I had heard her 
remarks correctly. She added that if you had to worry 
about everyone’s response to a joke, all humor 
would be eliminated from radio shows. She claim- 
ed not to see how her remark was insulting. I think 
it is fairly obvious that comparing any major event 
sponsored by a community — racial, ethnic, or 
whatever — to a “zoo,” a place inhabited by animals, 
is intended to be, and will be perceived by most 
listeners to be, insulting. Her explanation that she 
meant to convey the city’s diversity was lame and 
unconvincing. 

I finished the conversation with her quite un- 
satisfied, thinking that her insensitivity to how her 
remarks are heard is no guarantee that these insults 
— in this case, anti-gay — will not reoccur. It is possi- 
ble to tell jokes and retain humor without making 
any group the target.

s the campaign against the 

LaRouche Initiative enters the 

season of high-pitched cam- 

paigning, a private poll commis- 
sioned by the state-wide NO ON 64 campaign 
organization shows a possible worst-case 
scenario for the Initiative passing by a two-to- 
one margin, Coming Up! has learned. On a 
local level, SF CAN, the City’s grassroots 
organization against the Initiative, Proposition 
64 on the November ballot, faces a serious 
shortage of volunteers. SF CAN sits ready to 
fight the Initiative by educating voters and get- 
ting them to vote, but has few workers to carry 
out the strategy. As of September 1, 64 days 
remain for the gay community to defeat Propo- 
sition 64. 

A poll taken by Field Institute Surveys paints 
a more optimistic picture than the NO ON 64 
private poll. The Field poll, published in mid- 
August, was taken the first week of August and 
showed that 8% of Californians who knew 
about the Initiative intended to vote for it, 18% 
were undecided, and 20% opposed it. Fifty 
four percent had not heard of it. Experienced 
political observers such as Cleve Jones, a 
former aide to Assemblyman Art Agnos, found 
the results inconclusive but encouraging, given 

‘the early stage in the political season. 

On August 15, NO ON 64 received the re- 
sults of its own private poll, commissioned for 
the use of its strategists planning their media 
campaign. Sources close to SF CAN expected 
that the results would be announced publicly 
around Labor Day. As Labor Day approached, 
however, word came down that the results of 
the poll were much gloomier than the Field 
Poll and would be given out only on a ‘“‘need- 
to-know”’ basis. 

The results of the NO poll have alarmed 
some seasoned veterans. One member of the 
SF CAN Steering Committee would only say 
of it, ‘Bad! Just bad!”’ 

The NO ON 64 poll, which supports the 
possible scenario of a two-to-one victory for 
the Initiative, found evidence which implies 
that the crucial issue for voters centers on the 
transmissibility of AIDS. An abundance of 
available data now shows that over 90% of the 
public knows that AIDS is transmitted sexual- 
ly and by contaminated IV needles. NO’s poll, 
however, turned up information showing that 
about 66% of respondents who intend to vote 
in November believe that other means of 
transmission may also operate. These include 
saliva, kissing, toilet seats, eating utensils, 
sneezes, and even hand shakes. 

Two other findings by NO’s pollster worry 
the campaign. Between 60% and 66% of re- 
spondents believe that quarantine is justified 
if AIDS is casually contagious. For the same 
percentage, concern about casual contagion 
overrides concern about the cost of imple- 
menting the Initiative.. 

Before the poll, many observers in the cam- 
paign thought that the enormous cost of the 
LaRouche Initiative would discourage a Yes 
vote. Published estimates from state and

academic agencies range from hundreds of 
millions to billions for just the first year the In- 
itiative is in effect. NO’s poll implies that fear 
of casual contagion might outweigh arguments 
based on civil rights and fiscal sanity. 

NO ON 64 has remained extremely tight- 
lipped about the results of the poll. Dick 
Pabich, NO ON 64 campaign director, refused 
to confirm or deny those reports in a conver- 
sation with Coming Up!. He said only, ‘“Those 
who told you that have not seen the poll.’’ He 
did acknowledge that “‘[the vote on Proposi- 
tion 64] will be close with respect to attitudes, 
depending on what the two sides put together. 
There is a degree of misinformation around 
AIDS.” 

Ralph Payne, co-chair of SF CAN, says that 
the major problem the grassroots campaign 
faces in bringing that information to the voters 
is apathy in the gay community, characterized 
by the extremely low volunteer turnout for the 
SF CAN campaign. Coming Up! asked Payne 
why NO does not publish the poll results, if, 
as Payne thinks, the community really does not 


believe the Initiative could ever pass. Payne 
says that the poll did not specifically ask voters 
how they would vote, but was intended only 
for internal use by NO ON 64 to plan its cam- 
paign strategy. 

Dick Pabich says that proponents of 64 
might be able to use the poll results in plan- 
ning their own campaign. “‘Let [the LaRouch- 
eans] use their own thousands [to buy a poll],”’ 
he says. Several informed sources close to the 
campaign have told Coming Up! that this is the 


Official line of the campaign committee, but. 


they think that NO ON 64 officials are afraid 
that the results, if known generally, might 
demoralize volunteers and voters and give im- 
petus to the proponents of 64. 

NO ON 64's poll cost about $50,000, ac- 
cording to Payne. Cleve Jones says that valid 
results can be obtained for that price, but it is 
on the low end of the price scale for a state- 
wide poll. 

Although NO opted for a bargain-basement 
poll, a study released by the University of 
California in Berkeley on August 28 confirms 


the results that have filtered down to leaders 


of the grassroots organizations in San Francisco 
[see sidebar]. 

The UCB study found that beliefs about 
causal contagion go far beyond any medical 
knowledge about AIDS transmission. About 
60% of those surveyed wrongly believe that 
contagion is possible through casual contact. 
The UCB study was not done with a view 
towards voter behavior and comes from data 
in late 1985. i 


Another study released in August by the ‘ 


University of California in San Francisee-dealt 
with the problem of correcting public misap- 
prehension about AIDS transmission. The 
UCSF study turned up an alarming catch-22: 
Groups least at risk for AIDS are the most fear- 
ful and least informed about transmission. 
Those who are most fearful are the least will- 
ing to become informed, often because pre- 
judice leads them to discount information they 
think comes from gay sources. 

According to Ralph Payne, NO ON 64 plans 
to defeat the Initiative through a media cam- 
paign relying heavily on TV advertisements. 
Much less emphasis will be placed on print 
media and radio. The campaign, Payne says, 
will be concentrated in the ten most populous 
coastal counties which account for about 75% 
of the state’s voters. 

The TV campaign, Payne says, will address 
five points. In order of importance they are: 
1) AIDS is not casually contagious and Prop 64 
is not medically justified; 2) implementation 
will prove catastrophically expensive for the 
state; 3) implementation will threaten jobs and 
personal well-being in all segments of society 
because the anti-body test produces false 
positives (e.g., about 30,00 uninfected school 
children would test positive and be forced to 
leave school); 4) implementation will cause. 
existing AIDS prevention and care programs 
to be dismantled and will discourage people 
from seeking routine medical care lest they test 


_ positive; and 5) the Initiative is the work of a 


political extremist. 

Chris Bowman, an aide to Senator Milton 
Marks and President of Concerned Republi- 
cans for Individual Rights, says that the con- 
tent of the TV spots will be under discussion 
during the next two to three weeks. Bowman, 
who believes the entire campaign apparatus is 
too conspicuously gay, argues that the spots 
should feature eminent non-gay professionals 
in medicine and science. In support of this 
view, he cites the UCSF study showing resis- 
tance to information from gay sources. Bow- 
man also believes the campaign organizations 
should act quickly to include more nongays in 
leadership positions. 


rudimentary stage, SF CAN is now fully oper- 

ational. The campaign office is relatively 
quiet, however, as the anticipated masses of 
volunteers have failed to materialize. Co-chair 
Payne estimates that one thousand volunteers 
are needed each weekend to work in the high- 
traffic areas of San Francisco and its outlying 
areas. Another thousand, he says, are needed 


| f the statewide media campaign is still in a 
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to work the phone banks during the evening 
hours. 

On Saturday morning of Labor Day week- 
end, about fifty volunteers showed up to go 
on the streets. The turnout was the highest in 
recent weeks, but obviously fell far below 
what SF CAN needs and wants. Campaign 
organizers are frankly puzzled and concerned 
over what they perceive as apathy in the gay 
community. 

There appears, in fact, to have been a decline 
in volunteerism since June, when the Initiative 
qualified for the ballot. In June and July, 
Mobilization Against AIDS received an out- 
pouring of calls from people wanting to know 
how to volunteer and what to do to fight the 
Initiative. At that time, SF CAN was struggling 
to find a strategy, an office and the funds to 
work with. Most callers were told they would 
be contacted by SF CAN at a later date. 

Disagreements among early volunteers led 
to some attrition. Nancy Elnor, Volunteer 
Coordinator for SF CAN, says that 23 
volunteers left to form their own campaign 
when they could not persuade SF CAN to tie 
the fight against the LaRouche Initiative to the 
campaign against the English-only Initiative 
(Propositive 63). 

Coming Up! was present at several organiz- 
ing meetings during those early weeks, such 


as the one called to form the Outreach Com-. 


mittee, which grew long and boring because 


of disagreements about procedure. Another: 


Outreach Committee meeting dragged on for 
hours when it degenerated into an argument 
over whether to use a gay flag, a U.S. flag or 
no flag at all during leafletting at a Fourth of July 
celebration at Crissy Field. Unquestionably, 
most volunteers present at those meetings 
were anxious to get down to work. 

Several volunteers have complained about 
bad experiences in volunteering for SF CAN. 
Coming Up! asked Payne about the most 
serious of their charges. He listened to such 
Statements as, ‘“Volunteers are treated like 
peons. The concentration of power upsets a 
lot of people. It’s, ‘Do this, do that.’ There’s 
no asking. If you question, you’re a rabble- 
rouser.”’ And, ‘“SF CAN headquartefs conveys 
the impression of a slick political trip run by 
high-priced consultants. A snotty social trip. 
Shirt sleeve work, it seems, is demeaning.”’ 

Payne heatedly denied all the allegations. 
Volunteers, he emphasized, can always ap- 
proach him with their problems. Payne, who 
is presently working eighteen hours a day on 
the campaign, emphasized that volunteers can 
always approach him with their problems. 

Payne acknowledges that “volunteers often 
do not get the recognition they deserve.”” He 
prefaced the remark by saying that he, too, has 
done volunteer work in political campaigns, 
and he knows from personal experience the 
frustrations of volunteers. 

Concern about the situation of volunteers at 
SF CAN led John Belskus, acting Volunteer 
Coordinator for Mobilization Against AIDS, to 
undertake a survey. Belskus attempted to reach 
57 people chosen at random on a list compil- 
ed by Mobilization of 235 people who 
volunteered to work against the Initiative 


before SF CAN opened its office. Belskus got 
through to 17 people. 

Of those 17, 14 had been contacted to 
volunteer by SF CAN after CAN opened their 
offices. Seven of the 14 were doing voter 
registration and felt it was well organized and 
productive. Another seven were doing office 
work. The group of office workers felt aban- 
doned after they were assigned their jobs and 
found it difficult or impossible to get help with 
their questions about telephonings, mailings 
and clerical work. They felt discouraged, but 
all of them still intended to continue working 
on the campaign through SF CAN. Three of the 
17 said they had never been contacted by 
CAN. 

Coming Up! has spoken to a number of 
volunteers about the complaints. They ac- 
knowledge their veracity, but shrug them off 
with a waiver: ‘“We have a job to do, and on- 
ly two months to do it.” 

But the question remains: How is SF CAN 
going to implement its strategy to defeat the 
Initiative if it can’t even develop a strategy to 


attract volunteers to work on the campaign? 


CAN’s electoral strategy, according 

to Payne, is to focus on voter regi- 

stration, vote-by-mail, and reaching 
“‘persuadables”” — undecided voters who lean 
toward voting No. 

In the larger scheme, San Francisco is being 
counted on to offset Yes votes anticipated 
from relatively uninformed and:conservative 
regions such as Orange County. To help assure 
a strong no-vote here, SF CAN is conducting 
a vote-by-mail drive as part of its voter registra- 
tion effort in order to wrap up some of the vote 
before election day. Vote-by-mail proved to be 
an effective technique in the last two cam- 
paigns for Mayor Feinstein. 

‘The weekend volunteers have been given 
the three-fold task of finding those voters, see- 
ing that they are registered, and getting them 
to vote by mail. 

On Tuesday, September 2, the campaign 
against 64 got just the sort of help the polls sug- 
gest it needs to win over undecided voters. 


Governor Deukmejian announced his opposi- 
tion to 64 and based his argument heavily on 
the advice of medical experts. 

“Dr. Ken Kizer, the Director of the State 
Department of Health Services has reported to 
me,” the Governor’s announcement said, 
“that the medical and public health com- 
munities are virtually unanimous in their opin- 
ion that Proposition 64 is not needed and 
should be defeated. It forces the public to 
make complex, sensitive medical judgments 
about various medical conditions which are 
best left in the hands of medical experts. Health 
officers already have the tools they need to 
protect the public health and to take action to 
minimize the spread of this disease.” : 

The Governor’s opposition now puts the 
four leading Republicans in California on 
record against the Initiative. Along with en-s 
dorsements of a No-vote by former Lieutenant 
Governor Mike Curb, US Senator Pete Wilson, 
and Congressman Ed Zschau, the Governor’s 
endorsement effectively removes Proposition 
64 from partisan politics. 

NO ON 64 and SF CAN aggressively seek en- 


-dorsements as part of the campaign to win 


over the undecided vote. Voters who have no 
strong opinion on an issue may look more 
closely when they see the endorsement of an 
organization or person they respect. 

Pabich and others at the San Francisco cam- 
paign headquarters feel the endorsements’ pro- 
cess is going well. They have had no significant 
refusals, although many groups are delaying 
their endorsements. NO’s list of endorsements, 
now runs to seven pages and is expanded 
weekly. 

The list given out on August 27 shows, not 
surprisingly, a preponderance of office holders 
in the populous counties endorsing NO ON 64. 
Statewide associations of medical profes- 
sionals, such as the California Medical Associa- 
tion, the California Nurses, Hospital, Psycho- 
logical and Psychiatric associations, and asso- 
ciations of professionals in infection control 
and hemophilia all appear on the endorsers list, 
but only three county medical associations (SF, 
LA and Santa Clara).are listed. The lists of dai- 
ly newspapers which have endorsed NO in- 
cludes some of the largest and most active, 
State. The list of labor unions is short, but in- 
lucdes some of the largest and most active, 
such as the Communication Workers (Local 
9410) and the AFL/CIO California Labor Fed- 
eration. 

Churches are conspicuously few, but this 
may be deceptive. Sheldon Ramsdell, a retired 
journalist living in San Francisco, does 
outreach to churches for SF CAN. He puts in 
about eight hours a day, besides working a 
part-time job. Ramsdell says that many chur- 
ches will endorse a No vote, but wish to wait 
until the election is closer. 

Ramsdell urges clerics to speak from the pul- 
pit against Prop 64, and thinks that he is hav- 
ing some success in persuading them. He also 
reports finding little support for 64 within the 
churches. The stubborn hold-outs, he thinks, 
will be fundamentalist churches which might 
want to endorse a Yes vote but cannot abide 
LaRouche. He expects these to remain silent.

Marty Kashuba’s letter, ‘Non-Feminist Shanti’’ 
(Coming Up!, August 1986), was understood. In- 
verted anger needs enlightenment just for freedom’s 
sake. 

Third World and especially Fourth World tribal 
peoples have few sex genders. Technologically ad- 
vanced societies have them because of mass military 
mobilizations for the purposes of invasions and 
domination of tribal people.

decided to allocate all of our charitable resources to 
victims of AIDS and the legal struggle for gay rights. 

We are sending a letter to all those charitable 
organizations which we have supported in the past, 
explaining why we can no longer finance their work. 
It reads: ‘‘I have been pleased to support your wor- 
thy cause in the past, but because the Supreme Court 
ruled that States may continue to make criminals of 
gay people for engaging in consensual private sex- 
ual relations, and because the Department of Justice 
ruled that employers may fire AIDS victims (or 


anyone who may have been exposed to AIDS) from 
their jobs, and because the Reagan Administration has 
consistently refused adequate funding for AIDS 
education, treatment and research, | am no longer 
able, in conscience, to use my limited resources for 
anything except to support people with AIDS, and 
to fund the legal struggle to secure basic human rights 
for gay men and women.” 

Charity begins at home. We would hope that other 
individuals and social organizations in your com- 
munity might consider similar actions. It certainly 
would be a significant way of helping ourselves while 
educating others.

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Gay Youth Advocate 
Runs for School Board

f AIDS has put the lesbian/gay com- 
munity on the defensive once again — 
the defense of its health, its rights, 
its self-respect and even its right to ex- 
ist — the growing struggle imposed by the 
epidemic has also revived the lies spread 
against same-sex love and those who live it. 

But many of us continue to push on. Tom 
Waddell and Gay Games II gave the communi- 
ty and the world beautiful, powerful, memor- 
able images of lesbians and gays at play, often 
supremely hard play. Theatre Rhinoceros con- 
tinues to develop the tradition bequeathed to 
it by the late Alan Estes. Daring and creative 
women and men have turned the AIDS front 
itself into a new frontier of health care and 
community service. All of them, separately and 
together, work to give the lie to the old lies 
endlessly repeated against us. 

But some lies have never been fully con- 
fronted. Greg Day has decided to tackle one 
of those canards. ‘‘I want to demonstrate,” he 
told Coming Up!, “that the lesbian and gay 
community has a direct interest in all the chil- 
dren of San Francisco, whether they are our 
biological children or not. There is a terrible 
lie told about us, the lie that we don’t have 
children, that lesbian and gay youth do not ex- 
ist, that we are dangerous to children. In truth, 
many thousands of us are children and youth. 
Many of us have children, and some of the best 
teachers and administrators are gay or lesbian.”’ 

An experienced advocate for abandoned 
and runaway youth, Day decided to run for the 
Board of Education. His greatest obstacle to 
taking one of the three seats open this fall will 
be in getting voters without children to turn 
the page on the ballot and vote for any can- 
didate at all. The vote for School Board is or- 
dinarily much smaller than the vote for Board 
of Supervisors. The reason, Day says, is that 
childless voters see the schools and education 
issues as the special province of parents and 
teachers. ‘‘Children,’’ he argues, “‘are at the 
bottom of the City’s priorities. Children don’t 
vote. They are only about 10% of the popula- 
tion. We have to look out for them.” 

Day has been contemplating this candidacy 
for almost three years. He first tried for city- 
wide office in 1984 when he ran for Super- 
visor, an effort he calls his ‘“‘maiden voyage.”’ 
It taught him a lot, he says, especially about San 
Francisco and why this is such a special city. 

Day also came to see himself as a typical San 
Franciscan: single, middle-class, early middle- 
aged, and over-educated. ‘“We have one of the 
most highly educated populations in the 
world, and we are one of the richest cities in 
the world, both economically and culturally.” 
Still, says Day, ‘““We have one of the worst 
school systems. We spend $320 million a year 
on it, but the average citizen doesn’t know 
how that money is spent.” 

The problems Day finds in San Francisco's 
public schools seems all too familiar: graduates 
whose reading, writing and arithmetic skills are 
often negligible; over-crowded classrooms and 
over-worked teachers; disciplinary problems 
who sometimes make education impossible; 
drugs, violence; racial tensions; gross inequities 
between different schools; bureaucratic con- 
fusion and excess. 

Yet bad as all these are, Day says that if all 
the drop-outs from the system suddenly began 
to attend school, ““‘we wouldn’t have the 
teachers, the classrooms, or even enough 
desks for them.”’ Under former School Super- 
intendant Alioto, drop-outs were not even 
recorded by the District. ‘His fiscal plan 
depended on declining enrollments, and no ef- 
fort was made to return drop-outs to school.” 

Day tells of talking to A students at MacAteer 
who stop attending class and take an F, which 
they then make up during the summer, rather 
than put up with the disorder they encounter 
in some classes during the regular year. He 
wants the Board to develop plans for return- 
ing students to school, and he wants the cur- 
riculum examined and revised to make it both 


more appealing and relevant to the minority 
groups, sexual and ethnic, which have espe- 
cially high drop-out rates. 

Much of Day’s work has been with the 
youth of the Polk Street area, and his ex- 
periences there have made him particularly 
sensitive to the situation of drop-outs and the 
problems they pose for the general communi- 
ty. ‘“As you know,” he says, “‘It is a national 
problem, but it’s especially a problem for racial 
and sexual minorities. If you don’t count them, 
they don’t exist, and under Alioto, therefore, 
there was no real responsibility for those kids. 
The Board recently estimated the drop-out rate 
at 20%, but that might be low. In some minori- 
ty groups, it’s as high as 60%, and I've heard 
it’s over 80% for the Vietnamese. 

“I work with those kids at the Larkin Street 
Youth Center,” says Day, ‘‘and I know that 
problems in school followed by dropping-out 
are often the first steps towards leaving home 
and living on the streets.” 

Although his work gives Day special insight 
into the problems of gay/lesbian and other 
minority youth in the schools, he is also acute- 
ly aware of the problems high schoolers pre- 
sent to the gay community. ‘Eighty percent,”’ 
he notes, ‘‘of the violence against us on the 
streets of San Francisco comes from school-age 
youth.” 

The schools, however, do little to change 
that. He tells of problems gay activists en- 
countered when they tried to have the book 
Demystifying Homosexuality placed in the 
schools as a resource for teachers who want 
or need to address issues of gay lifestyles. It 
took a year to get an agreement to use the 
book, even though copies were to be supplied 
free of charge to the SF School District, and 
another six months to get the books into prin- 
cipals’ offices after agreement was reached. 
Day suspects that the books now just gather 
dust because no plan has been made and cir- 
culated for imple-menting their use. 

“Our community,” Day says, “‘has rarely 
participated directly in the schools, and our 
positions have never been presented from a 
knowledgeable first-person position. With 
LaRouche on the ballot specifically targeting 
teachers and students for mandatory testing 
and exclusion from school, we have to make 
public education a priority and change the 
kind of information people are getting about

Day wants to see the Board insist on im- 
plementation of other gay-related policies as 
well. The anti-slurs policy, he feels, gets short 
shrift. Students have been given only one hour 
of AIDS education. Most schools do not have 
a gay-sensitive counselor available for students, 
staff, teachers and parents. In all these areas, 
Day says, the Board must insist that the admini- 
stration develop plans to implement policy. 

Although Day clearly wants to engage the 
gay/lesbian community in the affairs of the 
School District, he does not see himself as a gay 


candidate. ‘I think,” he says, “that the main | 


problem facing the Board is in providing excel- 
lence in education for ail the children of San 
Francisco.” 

The district is designed so that only a few 
schools are academic, according to Day. 
“Lowell, of course, is the best known. Students 
get in by test scores and by other means: at 
some sites, parents camp overnight to get their 
kids enrolled. That means that kids get better 
education if their parents are more active on 
their behalf. But 54% of families are single- 
parent families, and in nuclear families, both 
parents often work. In San Francisco, parents 
and children are both minorities.” 

Day hopes to bring his experience as a youth 
advocate to bear on the Board. Quite apart 
from his years at the Larkin Street Youth 
Center, his experience suits him well for the 
task he proposes. He has been on the picket 
line at the Youth Guidance Center. He fre- 
quently testifies before the Social Service Com- 
ission, the Health Commission, the Juvenile 
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Justice Commission, and the Mayor’s Criminal 
Justice Commission. 

But he also sees himself as more than a youth 
advocate. He intends to work for the needs of 
teachers. Day argues, ‘“Teachers do not have 
the support they need. They are expected to 
do everything: socialize the child; educate the 
child; be the child’s psychologist, nurse, 
parent, friend and mentor. Yet we even keep 
some of them on substitute status year after 
year.” 

To help address the problem, Day wants to 
see classroom size reduced. He also thinks the 
classroom atmosphere would be more con- 
ducive to learning if more counselling were 
made available for disturbed and disruptive 
students. And additional paid training for 
teachers would better equip them for the 
special challenges they face. 

Can Grey Day win? He is confident that he 
can. ‘‘All of the incumbents are weak. The 
management of the District is a mess. The 
Board has a negative public image because of 
the way they conduct their business. The vote 
will be split by warring candidates fighting 
each other. I intend to win on issues, to pre- 
sent my credentials, and show what I can bring 
to the Board as a mediator, a facilitator. 

‘And the gay/lesbian community is the 
largest single voting block in this city. We are 
going to be out in force on November 4 just 
to save our lives.”’ 

Day concludes, “If I can get my peers to turn 
the page on the ballot and vote on the School 
Board candidates, then I can be elected.”’

A French Perspective 

Before researchers can determine which 
seropositive individuals will develop AIDS or 
ARC and which ones will not, they must iden- 
tify the exact mechanics of the disease,-accord- 
ing to Dr. Luc Montagnier, director of the 
Virology Department of the Pasteur Institute 
in Paris. In a recent interview with the French 
newsmagazine Le Monde, Montagnier outlines 
his theory about that mechanism. 

Montagnier and his colleagues are current- 
ly working on a model that would implicate 
a secondary auto-immune disease. He explains 
in the interview the progression he sees occur- 
ing among those people who do go on to 
develop disease: 


The patient is able fairly well to endure the more- 
or-less long first phase of the viral infection 
(positive test result with little or no clinical signs). 
Then, for reasons we still do not understand, the 
body’s system abruptly goes haywire: the virus 
Starts to destroy the lymphocyte system, after 
which the lymphocyte system self-destructs. At 
this stage, the virus plays nothing more than a 
secondary role. 
Montagnier suggests that his theory “‘is 
now winning over numerous folowers.”’ 
While that appears to be true, there are notable 
exceptions: especially Robert Gallo, MD, of the 
National Cancer Institute who believes that in- 
fection with the AIDS virus is in itself sufficient 
to cause disease. 
Montagnier’s theory proposes that “‘all an- 
tigenic stimulation (prompting the body to

form antibodies) and immunosuppressive fac- 
tors contribute to an increase in the spread of. 
the virus in lymphocytes and to the arrival at 
the critical point, where the system goes 
haywire.’ Montagnier concludes that the op- 
timal approach to take for “healthy carriers” 
of the virus is the continued use of a non-toxic 
antivirus. Until such an agent is available, he 
suggests that infected persons avoid antigenic 
stimulation of all kinds, including infections of 
any kind and especially additional contact with 
the AIDS virus. 

For people with AIDS or ARC, Montagnier 
forsees using antiviral agents such as HPA-23, 
ribavirin and AZT in conjunction with im- 
munomodulators and immunosuppressive 
agents, such as cyclosporine A and cor- 
ticosteroids (hormonal steroid substances that 
permit many biochemical reactions to proceed 
at optimal rates). He notes, however, that 
clinical trials using combinations of several 
medications are quite time-consuming, and 
hopes that an animal model will be developed 
to help save time. 

The Impact of AIDS on Women 

Since the very beginning of the epidemic, 
women have played an integral part in the 
development of AIDS services, public health 
care programs and efforts to protect the civil 
rights of people with AIDS and ARC. The risks 
they themselves face for the acquiring the 
disease, however, have usually been over- 
shadowed by the greater number of cases

among men. That pattern has begun to change, 
and none too soon. 

During the International Conference on 
AIDS in Paris, Monnie Callan, a social worker 
at Montefiore Medical Center in New York, 
presented a sensitive and insightful picture of 
how AIDS affects women. The majority of the 
people with AIDS seen at the New York 
hospital are women, and Callan described the 
64 women in her study. Most are young, low- 
income women of color. Of 35 who received 
intensive psychosocial intervention, 21 had in- 
adequate support systems, many of them liv- 
ing alone or with young children. Three of the 
children had AIDS or ARC themselves. 

Callan explained that not only do women 
have the same psychosocial problems that af- 
fect men with AIDS and ARC, but they also 
face special problems. Motherhood forces 
them to contend with difficult questions con- 
cerning pregnancy and the possible transmis- 
sion of HIV (human immunodeficiency virus: 
see sidebar). They find their stress intensified. 
by problems with child care, the question of 
informing children, and the threat of child 
custody disputes. 

Callan suggested one of the ways to meet 
these problems of extra stress and isolation is 
a family-oriented, multi-disciplinary program 
(working with nurses, physicians, social 
workers and therapists) at treatment centers. 

The New York social worker’s presentation 
had a decided impact on the audience: Callan 
received one of the very few standing ovations 
at the conference. 

Locally, the Women’s AIDS Network, 
formed in 1983, has been at the forefront of 
efforts to address women’s concern about 
AIDS. The group has developed two highly- 
effective and informative brochures for 
women: ‘“‘Women and AIDS” and “Lesbians 
and AIDS: What’s the Connection?”

The ‘‘Lesbians and AIDS”’ brochure takes a 
refreshingly straightforward approach to risk 
evaluation and prevention. It identifies sharing 
needles or any other I.V. drug-related 
paraphernalia as the primary risk behavior for 
lesbians, discusses the possible usefulness of 
the AIDS antibody test, advises women about 
effective screening procedures for donor in- 
semination, and underscores the impact of 
AIDS on those lesbians who themselves are not 
at risk. 

The brochure is especially helpful in its rank- 
ing of sex activities for their relative risk. The 
writers do not hesitate to include S/M activities 
that do not involve the exchange of body 
fluids in the ‘‘safe’’ category; nor do they shy 
away from listing oral-genital or oral-anal sex 
as possibly safe when a latex barrier is used The 
result is an informative sex-positive guide to 
being safe and sexual in the ’80s. 

These brochures are especially timely con- 
sidering the recent spate of media reports link- 
ing AIDS to heterosexual transmission. In San 
Francisco, Mayor Dianne Feinstein has called 
for a special education outreach to the 
heterosexual community. The Women’s AIDS 
Network recognized the need to design AIDS 
information for women years ago, not waiting 
for the numbers to accumulate to a crisis stage. 
The women who wrote and designed these 
brochures frequently have had to stand firm 
and convince their male colleagues that AIDS 
education for women is a priority. Their efforts 
benefit all of us. 

The brochures are produced and distributed 
by the SF AIDS Foundation, partial funding 
was provided by the city Department of Public 
Health and the California Department of Health 
Services.

News from Atlanta 

As much as the numbers of AIDS cases con- 
tinue to mount in New York, Los Angeles and 
San Francisco, AIDS has clearly begun to take 
a major toll in the nation’s other cities as well. 
Atlanta, for example, has now reported more 
than 300 cases. The struggle for AID Atlanta, 
the community organization responding to the 
epidemic, is simply not to lose too much 
ground to the disease’s advance. Now grown 
to a staff of 15, the education and service agen- 
cy has been forced to find larger office space 
every six months. 

People with AIDS and ARC in the Atlanta 
area are especially frustrated at being unable to 
receive any experimental treatments, accor- 
ding to Jody Wood, social worker for AID 
Atlanta. Wood explains that the nearest treat- 
ment centers are located in Houston and 
Miami, distances too great for anyone wanting 
to maintain their Georgia-based support 
systems. 

Wood also mentions that one of the major 
needs for her group is an adequate supply of 
AIDS information brochures and pamphlets. 
Although more commercial companies and 
major AIDS organizations are beginning to 
market their information materials, the smaller 
groups in the country find they cannot afford 
to purchase what they need. Although AID 
Atlanta has applied for funding, neither the 
government nor private foundations have 
responded favorably. The result, of course, is 
that that problem only get worse. 


Experience with AZT 

Patrick Haney, a man with ARC who lives 
in West Palm Beach, Florida, enrolled in the 
Phase I study of the anti-viral drug AZT last Oc- 
tober of last year, physicians in Miami helped 
he and 18 other volunteer subjects provided 
the initial information reported in Lancet about 
the clinical effects of the drug. Haney has taken 
it upon himself to inform others of his ex- 
perience, and he recently travelled to San Fran- 
cisco to tell his story. 

Haney had been feeling ill since December 
of 1983. In addition to overall immune system 
problems, his symptoms included fatigue, 
thrush and lymphadenopathy. He was 
diagnosed with ARC in June of 1984. In Oc- 
tover of last year, physicians in Miami helped 
him enroll in the Phase I study. He was sent 
to Duke University, at the time one of the two 
sites of the AZT trials (the other was the Na- 
tional Institutes of Health). Duke is located at 
Triangle Research Park in North Carolina, 
home as well to Burroughs Wellcome Co., the 
manufacturer of AZT. 

Haney first received an I.V. dose of AZT 
every four hours for the first four weeks. Once 
oral doses became available, he took two pills 
every four hours at a dosage two times greater 
than that with the I.V. Beginning the first of Ju- 
ly, Haney said he began taking only one pill 
every four hours. 

Of the original 19 in the study, Haney and 
aman named John were found to have the best 
immune system status. Haney recalls that John 
was in very bad condition with peripheral 
neuropathy, a disease of the nerves. “The dif- 
ference was like night and day before and after 
he started in the trials.’’ Now, Haney says, 
“John is doing very well.” 

For himself, Haney says his T-cell count 
jumped up into the 600s after his initial I.V. and 
oral doses. However, during the ‘washout 
phase’’ (when subjects are taken off the drug 
for a month), his count dropped to 200. It has 
not returned to the higher number. Haney says 
that when he first began taking AZT, resear- 
chers were able to culture the AIDS virus easi- 
ly from his blood. Now the virus cannot be 
cultured.at all. 

“They don’t know what this means,’’ Haney 
comments, “‘but they think it’s good news.”’ 
He has also developed skin reactivity to an an- 
tigen skin test, generally an indication of an im- 
proved immune system. 

En route to San Francisco in July, Haney had 
to enter the emergency ward at a hospital in 


Victoria, British Columbia, due to severe | 


anemia. When notified of his condition, re- 
searchers at Duke University advised him to 
stop taking AZT until his condition cleared. 

Haney is philosophical about his own con- 
dition. He observes, “In this Phase I study, we 
are the ones who help with the problem- 


solving. They will find out about anemia and 
so forth from us, and they they will adjust 
dosages accordingly.” He also notes that it ap- 
pears that those people who go off the AZT 
protocols decline very rapidly. ““You apparent- 
ly need to stay on it indefinitely.” 

Haney returned first to North Carolina to 
talk with the researchers at Duke and then to 
his home in West Palm Beach, where he now 
works as a volunteer at Project INFORM, the 
local AIDS organization. 


Fighting AIDS in Europe 

It's a familiar story: the government is slow 
to respond to the threat of AIDS and communi- 
ty groups respond to the need, hoping the 
government will soon see the light. The pat- 
tern has been repeated scores of times in this 
country; it is also common in Europe. During 
the recent International Conference on AIDS 
in Paris, representatives from all the major Eur- 


_ pean AIDS organizations gathered to compare 


notes and plot strategies. 

For several hours during an unseasonably 
warm summer evening, the Europeans 
wrestled with the questions of gay politics and 
AIDS prevention. Should a statement to be 
issued during the conference reflect the sen- 
timents of gay-identified organizations fighting 
AIDS? Or should these groups identify as pro- 
fessional education agencies with no affiliations 
to the predominant groups they serve? The 
question is basic: How important is it for an 
organization — based in the gay community 
and fighting a disease that is devastating that 
population — to be seen as an objective, non- 
aligned agency working for the good of the 
general public? A less sober sort might put it 
this way: “‘Is it okay for our roots to show?”’ 

Answers to these questions come no more 
easily to the Europeans than they did to their 


_American counterparts months, if not years, 


earlier. Representatives from the French, Ger- 
man and English organizations do not want to 
be gay-identified. They reason that they must 
serve more than gay people and thus, they 
should not limit their appeal. Other groups, 
and especially gay activists, want to gain 
recognition for the hard work gay people put 
into fighting a public health crisis that affects 
all. Will governments provide funding to 
groups considered to be gay? Will gay people 
support or listen to groups that present 
themselves as sexually neutral? 

The wrangling and negotiating in Paris did 
not seem irrelevant; rather it seemed part of a 
necessary evolution, a painstakingly slow pro- 
cess considering the dimensions of a threat that 
grows rampantly throughout Europe. The bot- 
tom line for European AIDS workers is the 
same as that faced earlier by their American 
counterparts: as annoying and vexing as it may 
be, there is an absolute need to work together. 
In this light, the cooperative efforts that have 
emerged among the European groups are 
significant. 

The safe sex poster designed for the German 
AIDS organization has been adopted by the 
English and the French. The Hot Rubber cam- 
paign developed by the Swiss has now been 
incorporated into French and German pro- 
grams, and other nations are ready to follow 
suit. And many of the groups recently form- 
ed the European AIDS Foundation, an 
organization that faces considerable challenges 
if it is to successfully negotiate the inevitable 
conflict of so many different interests. 

American workers in what has become the 
AIDS industry might be surprised at the similar 
challenges faced by the Europeans. The Ger- 
mans, for example, must counteract the right- 
wing campaigns of followers of Lyndon 
LaRouche. The Germans also face an ad- 
ministration unwilling to allow graphic 
language in AIDS education brochures that it 
funds. 

The French find that many sauna and 
backroom bar owners are reluctant to support 
AIDS prevention efforts. In fact, the most 
popular saunas and backrooms in Paris provide 
no AIDS education whatsoever: no posters, 
no brochures and no complimentary rubbers. 
By contrast, a casual stroll through a popular 
bathhouse in Zurich, Switzerland resembles a 
safe sex classroom as much as it does a sexual 
emporium. The Swiss also boast that it is now 
possible to walk into any gay bar and order a 
cold beer and a hot rubber. s 

The Europeans know that they are running 
out of time, that their early advantage of few 
cases but greater AIDS awareness will not last

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HEALTHNOTES 


FOR WOMEN

his Healthnotes column is the first in- 

stallment in a series in which I will dis- 

cuss different aspects of women’s 
health care. 

This is a new venture for me. Although I 
have worked as a family nurse practitioner pro- 
viding primary care for women, and have en- 
joyed teaching other health care providers and 
patients, I have not had the opportunity to 
share information with others in this way. 

Most people, but especially women, have 
traditionally been placed in the position of be- 
ing passive consumers of health care. I’ve 
always felt that if health practitioners would 
learn to talk to patients in a clear and under- 
standable manner, much medical information 
could be demystified. That way each woman 
could become actively involved in her own 
health care, ending the pattern of the passive 
consumer/all-knowing professional. By pro- 
viding a client the opportunity to voice her 
concerns and questions, and then responding 
to them, practitioners would be more likely to 
perceive a client as a human being first and 
“body” second. ; 

I also believe that health care should be 
given at no cost to the patient, as it is in most 
other industrialized nations. It should be a right 
in our country to receive health care ina way 
that is supportive and nonjudgemental, stress- 
ing patient involvement and education. 

A little about my own background: I am a 
Registered Nurse. I worked for seven years in 
hospital intensive care units before becoming 
overwhelmed with the stress of death and an 
atmosphere of continual tension. I left this to 
become involved with health care prevention, 
helping to educate children and teenagers 
about their health and rights to health care. I 
then went to Thailand and worked in a Cam- 
bodian refugee camp as a western medical per- 
son. While there, I had the opportunity to 


work with a shaman and learned to practice 
with an eastern medical influence. Upon my 
acceptance in graduate school at UCSF, I 
returned to this country. I spent three years 
studying to be a Family Nurse Practitioner 
(FNP) and graduated with a Master’s of science 
in Nursing, then worked at Lyon-Martin Clinic 
doing primary care for two years. I became a 
mom last August when I gave birth to my 
daughter, Emma, and now work part-time at 
the Women’s Needs Center. 


A Healthy Vagina 

I will begin this first segment on women’s 
health care by discussing the normal environ- 
ment of the vagina. A healthy vagina is not 
sterile, but contains what is called ‘‘normal 
vaginal flora.’’ This flora includes many types 
of bacteria, dangerous-sounding, yet otherwise 
harmless in small amounts: streptococci, diph- 
theroids, certain fungi and doderlein bacilli. 

All of these organisms maintain a certain 
balance in the vagina by breaking down the 
secretions of the vaginal wall (glycogen) into 
lactic acid. Enough bacilli working effectively 
maintain the acid/alkaline balance of the vagina 
right in the middle (4.5 to 5.0) of the pH, or 
acid-balance measuring, scale of 10. This pro- 
cess is occurring all the time to keep the vagina 
healthy. 

Vaginitis — iHness of the vagina — occurs 
when the internal ecology is upset. This 
balance can be upset in a number of ways. 
Other organisms may enter from the outside, 
causing specific infections. Medications such 
as antibiotics or birth control pills can destroy 
the normal flora and thus disrupt the natural 
environment. Severe stress can cause a change 
in the pH of the vaginal environment or allow 
for the normal level of bacteria in the vagina 
to increase to an abnormal amount, causing in- 
fection. Even the normal fluctuations in pH 
that accompany the evolution of the menstrual 
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cycle can bring about enough change, parti- 
cularly with the addition of one of the above 
elements, to cause us to have an infection. 

What does it mean to have vaginitis? Certain 
symptoms may alert us that something is oc- 
curring that may not be healthy. Most com- 
monly, our vaginal discharge may change. 

Normal discharge looks white or even yel- 
lowish in color, tends to have an odor that is 
not offensive, and has a slightly acidic (like 
vinegar) taste. Vaginal discharge is almost 
always slightly acidic, except when we men- 
struate, because blood causes an increase in the 
pH for a short while. 

If the vaginal discharge is dark or gray in col- 
or, it still may be normal if it occurs at the end 
of a period or with ovulation at mid-cycle. If 
a discharge has an odor, again this could be a 
transient change which may resolve itself un- 
treated. Or it could be eliminated with the help 
of a safe douche, such as 1/2 white vinegar 
mixed with 1/2 water, which often helps to 
restore a normal pH to the vagina, preventing 
any further problems. 

The vagina may also produce an abnormal 


looking discharge and/or odor because of a 
response to something foreign (i.e., bacteria). 
White blood cells are produced by the body 
as anormal response to invasive organisms, or 
even to objects like tampons. This is a good ef- 
fect, and a transient discharge may be produc- 
ed while this process is taking place. 

White blood cells are also produced by the 
vagina in response to the time of our menstrual 
cycle and produces a discharge that is absolute- 
ly normal and is again transient. 

It is generally safe to observe the changes in 
vaginal discharge for a few days before seek- 
ing medical attention. 

In next month’s column, | will continue this 
discussion and include specific bacteria that 
cause vaginitis, when one should seek a health 
care provider, what that provider does in 
diagnosing the vaginitis, and the different treat- 
ment plans that are currently recommended. 

Future columns will focus on urinary tract 
infections, breast disease, pre-menstural syn- 
drome, chronic Epstein-Barr virus, chronic 
fatigue, dysmennorhea, and issues of artificial 
insemination/pregnancy for lesbians.

ummertime is making me reminiscent 

for pregnancy this year. Unbelievably, 

it’s been six years since I spent the sum- 
mer hot, larger than usual, and waiting. Such 
a magical time in some ways — the experience 
of feeling someone with me all the time, but 
someone I couldn't see or talk to. I know the 
actual experience has been re-written by time, 
the difficulty fading out while thé underlying 
wonder has trebled. 

The hard parts of pregnancy come back 
sometimes, too. I felt like a grown-up ad6les- 
cent, body changing every day, tearful and 
alone with a pile of feelings. My identity as a 
woman somehow seemed to be changing, and 
my identity as a lesbian, especially, was thrown 
into a whirlpool of new questions and tests. 

I was attached to my image as an able, 
strong, “taking care of herself’ dyke. A 
Carpenter, someone who could manage things 
and do what I needed to do. All of a sudden, 
I didn’t want to do any of it. 

Even more startling, other people didn’t see 
me that way anymore. My friends started wor- 
rying about me when I crossed the street. They 
helped me do physical things. They suggested 
I avoid ladders — I might fall — and be careful 
with electric saws. 

Strangers on the street talked to me for the 
first time in years. They were friendly and 
asked the most personal questions. I felt like 
public property. Of course, that’s something 
pregnant women suffer in general. The dif- 
ference was that because I’m a lesbian, no one 
had talked to me on the street for years! What 
a strange experience to go from being persona 
non grata to womanhood’s prime exemplar! 

It felt like I was between worlds — lost in 
the twilight zone. I'd go to lesbian events and 
get the strangest looks and comments. Once, 
towards the end, I ran into an old friend. We 
said our hellos, then she said, “I hope you 
haven't gone straight.”’ I’m sure that kind of 
assumption has changed over the last six years, 
(at least, I hope so) but for me, it was the most 
disorienting experience. Somehow, all these 
factors cooperated to create the impression 
that I was in a world by myself, apart even 
from those closest to me. Alienated? Not quite. 
It was more like what mattered to other peo- 
ple had become irrelevant to me. My life was 
taking place inside me and that was the only 
thing that really got my attention. 

As I might have guessed, the change threw 
relationships into complete havoc. Where was 
the old Cheryl who took care of things (and 
people) and kept it together? She was gone, 
and I didn’t even want her to come back. 
Sometimes I try to grab hold of what really 
changed for me then. I think it had to do with 
the kind of attention I paid my own experi- 
ence. I became more important to myself. 

Some people say that’s a preparation for tak- 
_ing care of a new baby — part of you has to 
pull away from all the other responsibilities and 
activities. I don’t really know if that’s true, but 
lots of people I know felt it that way. All of a 
sudden, I wanted to do just what I’d always 
fought against — “‘just’’ be pregnant, “‘just’” be 
a mother. | still don’t think that’s a part of be- 


ing a woman I want to throw out. 

Values — basic values — were called into 
question. In some ways, times like that are very 
alive, when coming to grips with the end of 
certain ways of looking at things. That’s part 
of why I look back on that time with such 
fondness. It meant for me a profound change 
in my relationship with the world. It started 
something that allowed me to let go of values 
that were in my way. It helped me to come to 
myself. 

Part of the nostalgia also has to do with the 


‘wonder that accompanies the whole process 


of pregnancy. At the beginning, there is one 
human being, and at the end, two. A whole 


new person seems to come Out of nowhere — 
there’s nothing more creative I’ve exper- 
ienced. It was a chance for me to open to the 
human process. It was a connection to life past, 
present and future, and maybe even more to 
other women. 

There’s something timeless about pregnan- 
cy and birth, as if it takes place in a dream that 
other people have had before. The very dis- 
placement of being related to differently is also 
a new connection to other people, a wholly 
new way to look at them. 

As my child gets older, I feel more and more 
different from other people, other parents. But 
back then, I felt the same as other women in 
a way I hadn’t since “‘coming out” at 17. I 
knew more about what the majority of women 
in the world were doing. ' 

Of course, I don’t want to go overboard in 
romanticizing that aspect of parenthood. | 
learned a whole lot, too, about the tools that 
are used to oppress women, most of whom 
raise children. We can be held hostage in the 
name of motherhood, we will do things for 
our children we might not do otherwise. It is 
easier to tolerate our own hurt more often than 
our children’s. It takes a stronger fortitude to 
maintain our convictions and protect Our 
children. Paradoxically, sometimes those con- 
victions broaden and deepen and change just 
because our children tie us to the world.

Playwright Bill Hoffman: iii 
Running Off with the Circus 


laywright Bill Hoffman soared to na- 

tional fame when his 1985 play, As Is, 

was a Critical and commerical success, 
winning him a nomination for the Tony award 
for best play of the New York season. 

‘‘As Is is about two guys who are gay, one 
of whom has AIDS,” Hoffman says. “But call- 
ing it a gay play is sort of like calling Hamlet 
an English play or describing The Cherry Or- 
chard as a Russian play. Of course it’s true. I 
do portraits. To be a portrait painter you have 
to be very specific...

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the Caffe Cino, a vital part of New York’s off- 
off-Broadway theater movement which started 
in the 1950s. Much later, Hoffman wrote in the 
introduction to Gay Plays, an anthology he 
edited, that “Joe Cino became a play producer 
because many of his customers wanted to put 
on shows, and he and many of his customers 
were gay. Joe Cino did not have an obsession 
with homosexuality. He simply had an extraor- 
dinary largeness of spirit that allowed other 
people to explore.... Oddly enough, most of 
us who worked there were only barely aware 
that writing about gays was unusual. We lived 
in a fairly enlosed world, a theatrical Garden 
of Eden...” 

In addition to Cafe Cino, Hoffman worked 
at La Mama, the Old Reliable Theatre Cafe and 
other bastions of off- and off-off-Broadway. He 
received a Guggenheim fellowship and Na- 
tional Endowment for the Arts grants. He co- 
authored several comedies and musicals. One 
of his plays, Gilles de Rais, is a portrait of the 
first Marshall of France, a homosexual child 
murderer. 

“I was considered some kind of avant-garde 
playwright, although I loathe the avant-garde. 
I never felt avant-garde. They experiment. | 
was doing real plays. I have no interest in ex- 
periments. The attitude of obscurantism bores 
me. I’m not interested in anything new for the 
sake of new-I do new things, but it’s always 
been a byproduct of looking for something 
else. The way I use the chorus in As Is, for ex- 
ample, is fresh — an old idea in a new context. 

“So there I was working in ‘experimental’ 
theatre, but I was never very comfortable in 
that world. I’m not interested in plays about 
lighting schemes. And most gay theatre was of 
no interest to me either. There are good plays 
in the anthology, but I’ve always felt that gay 
was kind of incidental. A character should hap- 
pen to be gay, but the subject ‘gay’ is boring...” 

Nonetheless, Hoffman states firmly in the in- 
troduction to the anthology: ‘““We need the 
category of ‘gay play’ because of heterosexual 


hatred, fear and ignorance — as well as 
homosexual acquiescence to heterosexual 
oppression.” 


Hoffman was an early member of the Gay 
Activists’ Alliance and was present at the 
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Stonewall riots. But he doesn’t try to simplify 
the complexity of his experience as a gay man 
in a heterosexual society. ‘‘I don’t think I’ve 
ever been comfortable in gay situations,” he 
says. “I’ve always been always been more 
‘comfortable in very mixed situations.... As a 
Jew I felt trapped. I felt that the Nazis were at 
the door and I didn’t want to be boxed in....” 
His experience as a “child of the Holocaust” 
carries over to his feelings about himself as a 
gay man. 

Hoffman is a member of New York’s Circle 
Repertory Theatre where As Is was first pro- 
duced. ‘‘I wrote the play to work through feel- 
ings I have about dying friend,” he says. To 
Jack Kroll of Newsweek he said, ‘“‘It was my at- 
tempt to bring myself back to sanity.” 

Kroll’s review was favorable, as was William 
Henry’s in Time: ‘Hoffman has written rich, 
lyric dialogue for the leads..:.’”’ Critic Paul 
McCarren, on the other hand, complained, 
““We want to know what makes these two 
[leads] cope or despair the way they do, but 
the playwright does not show us.”’ Paul Ber- 
man wrote, “Someday As Js will look like a 
dated documentary...but it is not today.” 

Time alone provides the ultimate test of a 
work’s value as art. For now, As Is provides au- 
diences with a lot of important information, a 
useful and valid function of drama. And if 
handkerchiefs dabbing at eyes are valid evi- 
dence, many in the audience found the play to 
be emotionally moving as well as educational. 

Hoffman is currently working on a libretto 
for an opera, A Figaro for Antonia, commis- 
sioned by the Metropolitan in honor of its 
centennial. It takes place during the French 
revolution and is about a love affair between 
the ghost of the playwright Beaumarchais and 
the ghost of Marie Antoinette. 

He is writing two screenplays: a romantic 
comedy for Disney and a dramatized version 
of the life of Harvey Milk for “Showtime.” The 
producer of the Milk film is Richard Schmie- 
chen, who won an Academy award for the 
documentary The Times of Harvey Milk. Milk 
was just a few years older than Hoffman. 
‘““Harvey grew up in New York in a certain 
era,’ says Hoffman. ‘“‘I want to show how he 
came to be who he was.”

much longer. From March 1985 to March 1986 
the incidence of the disease increased in 
Europe by 163%, according to the World 
Health Organization. At the end of March, 
2,543 AIDS cases had been reported from 26 
countries, including Hungary, Poland, 
ere ee and Yugoslavia. The most 
marked increase during the 12-month period 
was observed in France, where 11 new cases 
were reported each week. 

Americans have a very direct message to im- 
press upon the Europeans — and any other 
countries that will listen — “‘Learn from our 
mistakes; don’t delay; do all that you can now 


to stop the spread of this disease.”’

But when I woke up that morning (at 5 
am!) I told myself that the training was over, 
the dieting was over (at last!), and there was 
nothing more I could do but go out there, meet 
people, make friends, entertain the audience 
and have fun. I was relieved that the day had 
come at last. I felt elated and strangely high, not 
at all anxious and afraid as I'd thought I'd be. 

That morning when I arrived at the Civic 


Auditorium and stood on the stage looking out | 


at the thousands of empty seats, my first 
thought was to thank my friend Anita for 
watching over me during the long hours of 
training and long days of dieting. My second 
thought was: you wanted to participate, you 
did it. It’s here. It’s now. Go for it!

Women helping each 
other with make-up, hair and suit adjustments.

Mary Figliulo, a 1982 physique medalist and 
one of the Physique co-chairs: ‘““What did I get 
out of the Games? A lot of adrenalin! My 
background is in management, supervising 
people where the incentives are money and 
promotions. What I got out of the Games was 
love. The Games were an act of love. And be- 
ing a part of the gay commuity. An opportunity 
to give and receive a lot of love. 1982 made me 
feel like it’s okay, it’s wonderful to be gay. 
Working on Gay Games II was an opportuni- 
ty to return that. People ask me, ‘Are you in 
it this year?’ I say: I am it.” 

Thirty women went on stage and triumphed 
in ’86. We posed, we strutted, we hammed it 
up. We made friends, exchanged phone 
numbers and hugged our lovers for putting up 
with the hours away at the gym and the wild, 
diet-induced mood swings. We vowed to meet 
again in Vancouver in 1990. 

Nitra doesn’t want to see a weight for a week 
and plans to eat for three daysstraight. Jessie's 
going to eat breakfast with her lover, wash her 
truck, take the dogs to the park and eat all day.

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Media Panel Reports 
On Reporting on AIDS 


By Larry Beresford 


IDS is a subject with all the classic 
elements that have traditionally 
defined ‘“‘news”’, argued KPIX re- 
porter and resident AIDS expert 
Jim Bunn during a recent forum on AIDS 
reporting. “You have sex, death, children, 
public health, a medical mystery, a race for the 
Nobel Prize and government policies deserv- 
ing more investigation. These are the hooks 
that pull people into stories. I can’t tell you 
why more TV and radio stations and 
newspapers don’t recognize that AIDS has all 
these elements that we usually try to put into 
stories,” he said. 

Bunn and other Bay Area journalists ad- 
dressed the history and the dilemmas of AIDS 
reporting to about 80 working journalists at a 
Media Alliance-sponsored forum on August 27 
at the San Francisco Press Club. While point- 
ing to some of the successes of AIDS journal- 
ism — particularly in San Francisco — they 
acknowledged many of the problems inherent 
in covering this complex and inflammatory 
subject. 

One of the biggest failings of mainstream 
AIDS journalism has been a lack of in-depth in- 
vestigation. “Because the major national media 
haven’t done much investigative reporting on 
AIDS, government agencies have been able to 
deal or not deal with the problem as they saw 
fit,’ San Franicsco Chronicle AIDS reporter 
Randy Shilts said. 

‘What we’ve seen is the shoddiest job of 
journalism since the Vietnam War,” with many 
journalists willing to simply accept and 
regurgitate press releases without doing any 
digging on their own. Many newspaper stories 
on AIDS originate with a wire service editor 
who reads an old medical journal article, types 
it up, sends it over the wire and it becomes 
news. 

“Too often we sit back and wait for the 
stories to come over the wire, then call a local 
expert to get a quote,” KCBS Radio reporter 
Betsy Rosenberg said. Rosenberg and Bunn 
have become the AIDS authorities at their 
respective stations, with other reporters fre- 
quently asking them whether the latest wire 
story is really news. 

Because of the lack of initiative in the 
mainstream media, leadership in AIDS report- 
ing, in defining the issues and setting the tone 
on how AIDS should be covered, has fallen to 
the gay and lesbian press, which often serves 
as an uncredited feeder for the mainstream 
media.

Michael Helquist, who began covering AIDS 
in Coming Up! four years ago, suggested that 
the gay and lesbian press brings”‘a sensitivity 
to.the issues that the mainstream press could 
learn from.”’ However, there have been pro- 
blems with AIDS reporting in the gay and les- 
bian press, including a “difficulty in separating 
advocacy from objective reporting,” he said. 

While the gay and lesbian press has been 
defining AIDS journalism, the mainstream 
press has been caught up with simply evolv- 
ing away from the sensationalism of such ear- 
ly stories as ‘‘“Gay Mens’ Strange Disease’ and 
“War Against Gay Plague.” 

“In the beginning, the Centers for Disease 
Control were begging reporters to write stories 
on AIDS — and reporters were begging off 
because it was just a gay plague,” Shilts said. 
Early stories in the major media usually focused 
on the medical researchers, ‘““because it was 
more comfortable to deal with guys in white 
coats,” he added. 

Only with reports of cases in the heterosex- 
ual population — such as the first transfusion 
case in San Francisco — and then with Rock 


Hudson’s death, has AIDS received widespread: 


coverage in the mainstream media, Shilts said. 
‘Today, media coverage of AIDS is like the 
Mississippi River — very broad but not much 
depth,” Shilts said. 

The panelists also identified dilemmas in- 
herent in AIDS coverage — and in American 
journalism. Should the media be trying to 
create fear among the general public about 
AIDS transmission, or to assuage it? Holly 
Smith, Media Relations Director for the San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation, said that ‘‘over- 
whelming or undirected fear inhibits the 
general public’s receptiveness to accurate in- 
formation about how AIDS is transmitted and 
the ways people can learn to protect 
themselves.”’ ; 

Bunn said that KPIX made a decision not to 
cover the petition drive for Proposition 64 — 
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the LaRouche Initiative — until after it had 
received enough support to make the ballot 
this year. The station had not wanted to give 
credence to the extremist measure, Bunn said. 
However, many people may have signed the 
petition without really understanding it 
because of lack of information in the media. 

Another KPIX story on a plan by the San 
Francisco Department of Public Health (DPH) 
to distribute sterile needles to IV drug users 
may have influenced Mayor Dianne Feinstein’s 
decision to reject the plan the next day. “‘But 
we can’t not report it,” Bunn said. ‘It’s news.” 

Pat Norman, Coordinator of Gay and Les- 
bian Health Services for the DPH, responded 
that the suject might have been presented in 
a different context, with a discussion of how 
the plan could be implemented — without the 
negative repercussions of the KPIX story. “I’m 
talking about giving people enough informa- 
tion so they can make up their own minds,” 
she said. 

Norman also said that misleading impres- 
sions from initial stories about AIDS have 
proven very difficult to overcome. “I see a 
need for journalists to take a hard look at media 
tools and to use those tools as advocates for 
the community. There should be a commit- 
ment to providing people with the best possi- 
ble information — whether that’s objective or 
not — to get people to try to do things to save 
their lives,” such as following safe sex 
guidelines. 

Bunn replied that it isn’t the media’s respon- 
sibility to advocate a particular point of view 
or to counter misleading messages — but to 
report the ‘‘news’’. “We don’t set out either 
to scare people or to set minds at ease,” he said. 
However, he acknowledged that AIDS 


coverage has now become ‘“‘more complicated 


than that.” 


Because of the importance of teaching peo- 
ple how to avoid AIDS transmission, KPIX has 
gone beyond just reporting the news by work- 
ing with the AIDS Foundation to distribute 
educational materials on AIDS. By getting in- 
volved in this effort, ‘‘I wasn’t just a reporter 


anymore,” Bunn said.

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Edmond 


Edmond, David Mamet's episodic play 
about the American macho ethic that inevi- 
tably leads to self-destruction (so read the pro- 
gram notes!) is now in its final week at the Noe 
Valley Ministry. 

Mamet, better known for his Pulitzer-win- 
ning Glengarry Glenn Ross that played here last 
season, is undoubtedly the leading exponent 
of “‘street”’ speech in drama — in other words, 
heavy doses of vulgarity and profanity. Ed- 
mund, written in 1980 and first performed in 
1982, is no different. The dialogue is brief, terse 
and earthy. No wasted words. No exposition. 
No subtleties of characterization. And the 
barest hint of compassion for any of his 
characters. Jess Carter’s somewhat existential 
interpretation of Edmond seems to work fine. 

The first of many brief scenes finds Edmond 
being advised by a fortune teller that “‘he is 
not where he belongs.’ White, middle-class, 
34, married, ostensibly successful, he has ap- 
parently been waiting for just such a pro- 
nouncement. 

In the following scene he remarks to his wife 
that he noMonger loves her or finds her sex- 
ually stimulating. ‘‘I] can’t lead this kind of life.” 
He walks out. 

Attempting to indulge himself in a sex binge, 
he is thwarted at every turn. Massage parlor 
girls won’t cooperate, prostitutes fleece him, 
peep-show girls promise all and deliver noth- 
ing. And his money is running out. Sinking 
deeper into willful degeneracy, he picks up 
Glenna, a waitress. He has sex with her, and 
when she becomes alarmed at his bizarre 
ramblings, he kills her. ““Now look what 
you’ve done,” he exclaims over her inert 
body. ‘‘There are just too many people in the 
world. I think that’s why we kill each other.” 

Brought to justice, he is sent to prison and 
confronted with two of his worst fears. His 
cellmate is Black, and horny. Forced to submit 
sexually, Edmond suddenly is a changed man. 
He remarks, “‘Every fear hides a wish.” Later 
he confides, ‘‘I always knew I'd end up here... 
I think I’m going to like it.’”’ His strange odyssey 
is at an end. He is safe now. He kisses his cell- 
mate good night. 

Most of the 11 cast members play multiple 
roles. Susan Evans, the wife, was compelling 
in her first brief scene, and Lyda Wood made 
the most of her standard whore and B-girl 
dialogue. Leanna Ervin Templeton was im- 
pressive in her more extended scenes. As Glen- 
na, she was perhaps the only multi-faceted per- 
son (warm, intelligent, dignified, and loving) 
in an otherwise kaleidoscopic melange of sym- 
bols — a policeman, a preacher, a chaplain, a 
shill, a bartender. 

JJ. Johnson might have been more forceful 
as the cellmate. His sexual advances seemed 
too soft and perfunctory. His subsequent in- 
difference, however, seemed on the mark. Jon 
Mondon, in a brief bit as a pimp, instilled a fine 
sense of bravado into his walk and coaxing 
manner as he hustled Edmond into a trap. 

Edmond is unlikely to endure as Mamet’s 
crowning glory. As for its professed themes of 
racism, homophobia and sexism, I found them 
superimposed in a fairly obvious manner. And 
frankly, I can’t see Edmond symbolizing the 
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middle-class American male as an unloving, 
self-destructive psychopath. According to Hol- 
lywood, television and the slick print media, 
the American middle-class male loves his wife, 
his kids, his dog and his car (though not neces- 
sarily in that order). Edmond, on the other 
hand, is incapable of loving anyone or 
anything. He’s just a weak sister version of Jack 
the Ripper who would like to humiliate all 
those women he tries to buy, but ends up be- 
ing humiliated by them. Greek tragedy, my 
foot! 

The real fault with the production of Ed- 
mond, however, is the time lapse between 
those 23 minimally furnished scenes. The en- 
tre scene blackouts often seem longer than the 
minidramas that follow. The tension should 
have been relentless, and that’s a problem 
director Robert Willden might well have 
solved, one way or another.

Personality 


A bitterly humorous one-woman show, 
performed by Ellen Ratner, written by Gina 
Wendkos and Ratner, and directed by Wend- 
kos and Richard Press, Personality recently 
completed an extended run at a South Carolina 
theater festival. It was the first work in the 
festival’s history to be extended by popular 
demand. 

Ellen Ratner delivers an uncanny schizo- 
phrenic performance in a mother/daughter 
portrayal that is as outrageously funny as it is 
terrifying. She is a 30-year-old female bartender 
trying to establish an identity for herself based 
on her own needs — as opposed to a pre- 
scribed personality pattern established by con- 
temporary society. She is also her own mother, 
body scrunched up in her chair, eyes squin- 
ting with malicious delight, voice rasping, hand 
waving a cigarette to punctuate her shrill 
diatribe. 

In this seemingly autobiographical mono- 
logue, Ellen is adrift in a world where the 
choices for feminine behaviour have already 
been created by media stereotypes. But the 
costumes just don’t fit. Her need is to create 
an image of herself, for herself. That image, 
however, never seems to conform to what her 
mother or her men friends see in her. Her bot- 
tom line secret wish (without hope of fulfill- 
ment) is to be the kind of girl men whisper 
about, just loudly enough to be overheard: ‘“‘a 
hot bitch.” 

Ellen talks to the audience as though it were 
a psychiatrist, peeling away layers of her 
psyche, exposing memories to her own ridi- 
cule. The phone rings. She practices answer- 
ing, modulating her voice sexily. But it’s only 
her mother. 

In a second actor, Ratner has crossed her 
legs, leaned forward conspiratorily, and begins 
to whine and screech in turn as she enumerates 
her daughter’s deficienies. This Long Island 
forever-to-be-disappointed mother makes pro- 
nouncements as though they had been hand 
delivered to her directly from Moses. In Amer- 
ica, she informs, only stars command respect. 
Every woman must be Barbra Streisand in her 


own home. To illustrate her point, she issues 
a blistering scream for husband Sol to fetch her 
something. That’s how you run a happy home. 

When Ellen finally meets and dates a derma- 
tologist, mother is ecstatic. But when it turns 
out badly (Ellen has defended her pawnbroker 
father’s occupation against the snobbish in- 
nuendo of the doctor’s parents), Ellen’s mother 
is enraged at how badly Ellen has mismanag- 
ed mother’s last chance. 

Finally unhinged, Ellen indulges herself in a 
binge of role playing. Leaving her chair for the 
first time, she thrashes about the stage, assum- 
ing in split-second timing the many options 
that have been impressed upon her by televi- 
sion: a valley girl type, a Miss America contes- 
tant, a hash-slinging waitress, an opera singer. 
This bizarre catalog of personalities is then 
rehashed, at incredible speed, in every foreign 
accent imaginable. It’s a bravura performance. 

Personality played at The Intersection for 
the Arts through last weekend. It will undoubt- 
edly return after its current commitments. 
Watch for it. Ellen Ratner is a remarkable actor, 
and Gina Wendkos has conceived and co-writ- 
ten a remarkable vehicle for her. 


La Ronde 


Arthur Schnitzler’s La Ronde scandalized 
Germany’s middle class in 1903, and while an 
obscenity trial resulted in acquittal, the play 
itself was withdrawn. Today this piece of Vien- 
nese puff pastry is more conducive to hilarity 
than outrage. 

A ring-around-the-rosy format reveals the 
brief dalliances of ten couples — with one part- 
ner introducing a new partner in each suc- 
ceding interlude. 

The San Francisco Actors Theatre produc- 
tion, directed by Will Dunne, is entertaining 
and often very funny. But to be totally suc- 
cessful, La Ronde must work as an ensemble 
piece with consistent acting styles. A number 
of the male actors require additional directorial 
prodding. 

The set, a sometimes recalcitrant Lazy-Susan 
that revolved from park to sitting room to 
bedroom, was serviceable on the whole — ex- 
cept for:those paint-dappled walls which simp- 
ly called attention to themselves when they 
should have disappeared. Waltz music soared 
to a crescendo and hot reds flooded the stage 
as libidos rose. A witty touch. 

The first couple, a prostitute and a soldier, 
were played with delightful mockery by Elisa- 
beth Awbrey and Eric Shugaar. Shugaar, best 
male actor of the ensemble, produced a fine 
English accent and characterization throughout 
his round. (Set in Vienna, the production’s use 
of English accents was somewhat perplexing 
— as well as inconsistent. Why any specific ac- 
cent at all?) 

The soldier then picks up a parlor maid, 
Regina Saisi, and seduces her under some 


bushes in a park. An erratically bobbing bal- - 


loon, clutched by the maid, left little to the im- 
agination as to what was happening behind the 
bush. Possessed of a wide and willing smile, 
Ms. Saisi then allowed herself to be bedded by 
the young master of her household. Robert 
Sahatjian gave a creditable performance as the 
virgin seducer, nervously stripping to his long 
johns without ripping all the buttons off his 
pants and shirt. Theirs was a funny and tender 
interlude. 

Sahatjian then entertains a young wife, love- 
ly Este Gardner, and manages to get her un- 
dressed and into bed while she, wilting under 
his kisses, keeps trying to put on her hat and 
cape and leave. Their sexual romp has just the 
right flair. 

Ms. Gardner is next in her own twin bed, 
where she is questionig her husband about the 
lifestyles of those ‘‘other” women. She arouses 
him sufficiently to get him into ber bed. This 
was one of the least successful scenes. Played 
by Malcolm Wood, the husband was required 
to deliver some pompous Victorian attitudes 
towards virgins, wives and those “‘other’’ wo- 
men. His moral tone should have resulted in 
laughter. It didn’t. 


Wood fared much better as the seducer of . 


a sweet girl, Ellen Idelson. He was the perfect 
foil for her innocent machinations. The gem 
of this production, Ms. Idelson is an actor! This 
soubrette has a face that would have stopped 
Chaplin his tracks. Her lower class English ac- 
cent was a marvel in itself, but when joined by 
those pouting lips and remarkable expressive 
eyes, she could have seduced a battalion. She 
brought forth several rounds of spontaneous 


applause. 

Ms. Idelson is next discovered in the studio 
of a young poet/dramatist. Too broadly inter- 
preted by Michael Vincent, the poet rapturized 
about the perfection of her stupidity while leer- 
ing and flailing his gangly body about the 
studio as though he might at any moment turn 
into Count Dracula. Nevertheless, they’re 
under the covers in record time. 

Vincent then couples with Deborah Spec- 
tor who plays the leading actor in his play. As 
written, the role obviously burlesques the 
grand actors of the period, but even so, Ms. 
Spector’s mugging tends to the broad side. She 
can deliver a funny line with great flair, but on 
the whole, the scene lagged. 

Ms. Spector next attempts to lure a hand- 
some young Count into bed. As portrayed by 
Richard Lindstrom, the Count looks and acts 
like the boy next door, all the while boorishly 


spouting philosophical inanities. This scene 
also lacked the pacing for its comedic poten- 
tial. Lindstrom, who looked as though he 
might have a spectacular body, was the one ac- 
tor who did not reveal so much as a glimpse 
of chest under his uniform. 

The Count next awakens on the floor of the 
prostitute’s room. Handsome Ms. Awbrey 
does a fine comedy turn as a sleepy whore 
who is more anxious to get back to sleep than 
she is to make polite conversation with last 
night’s trick. The circle closes.

Deer Rose 


Reviewed earlier this year during its 
premiere at Theatre Artaud, Deer Rose was 
resurrected for a limited run (it closed last 
weekend) at the downtown Theatre On The 
Square. Producer Roger LaRue is to be con- 
gratulated for making this excellent drama 
available to a mainstream audience. 

Tony Pellegrino’s multi-media play with 
music concerns the tenuous, almost inar- 
ticulate relationship between a son — a young 
artist who has been living in California — and 
a mother who is dying of cancer in the Mid- 
west. Expressionistic flashbacks, performed 
behind side and rear scrims, recall his bitterly 
painful memories of growing up, the violence 
of parental quarreling, alienation and separa- 
tion. Bound by little more than the horror of 
their common memories, mother and son are 
reconciled at last ina moving deathbed scene. 

Six actors performing behind a series of 
magnificent masks designed by Pellegrino por- 
trayed the characters at various ages in their 
lives. The dramatic leads were acted by Jan 
Marie Baldwin and Bill Gentner and were both 
spoken and sung by Laurie Amat and Barney 
Jones from the sidelines. 

Somewhat unique to this theatrical produc- 
tion is the fact that five of the six major pro- 
duction credits are attributed to women. Amy 
Mueller directed; Emily Klion composed the 
score and was musical director; Laurie Polster 
designed the unique props and sets; Lydia Tan- 
ji designed the handsome hand-painted 
costumes; Ellen Shireman designed the im- 
pressive lighting. Earwax productions (Barney 
Jones and Jim McKee) again must be com- 
mended for their fine handling of the sound. 

A seldom-realized theatrical experience, 
Deer Rose was certainly one of the most pro- 
vocative, visually exciting and innovative 


dramas of the season.

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Tango Argentino 

Tango Argentino is heady stuff. Just sitting 
in the audience watching seven couples glide, 
turn, twist, lock ankles and dip in breathtak- 
ing configurations and split-second tempos 
gets the old pulse rate pumping like a teenager 
in first heat. This hundred-year-old dance form 
‘born in the back alleys and bordellos of 
Buenos Aires in the 1880s) exudes wit, charm 
and an aggressive sexuality. It’s hot. 

Ignoring the recent trend towards male pea- 
cockery, Tango Argentino puts glamour back 
where it belongs... on the female of the species. 
Not since the movies of the ’30s and ’40s have 
women been such purveyors of glamour. 
Gowns are fitted, beaded and sequined, and 
slit up to there; hair styles are elegant (often boy 
bobbed); shoes are designed to make their 
wearer’s legs look like a million bucks. Pin- 
striped suits and brilliantined hair is the mode 
for the male. 

And what a pleasure to see real people danc- 
ing. No chorus line of California surfer blondes 
here. Just mature men and women with real 
skills and an obvious enjoyment in what 
they're doing. Except for the exquisitely beau- 
tiful Naanim Timoyko, it’s doubtful if any of 
the women will ever see 35 again. And some 
of them weigh a little more than the traditional 
‘‘glamour’”’ image, but they’ve all got elegance 
to spare. 

The orchestra assembles on stage. Shadowy 
male dancers move sinuously into the foot- 
lights. Two macho thugs circle each other 
warily, they touch, tentatively entwine and 
move into a tango. It’s unexpected and elec- 
trifying. The women stroll on, pair off with the 
men, and the dance begins. Later, two young 
girls, Gloria and Elsa Maria, offer their own 
‘‘discreet’”’ version of this socially indiscreet 
dance. It’s fresh and sweet and all too brief. 

The Hollywood cliche tango of the type 
Valentino made famous is presented as a satiri- 
cal exhibition by Miguel Angel Zotto (the gig- 
olo) and Milena Plebs (the egret-feathered 
vamp) in ‘‘La Cumparsita.”’ 

In the ballet “‘Milonguita,” solo dancer 
Naanim Timoyko portrays a young girl of the 
barrios who is seduced by a ruffian and sold 
into a bordello, eventually to be murdered by 
her would-be bridegroom. It is a superb mood 
piece, beautifully danced by the prostitutes 
and their customers, and highlighted by the 
madam (Nelida) leading the neophyte (Naanim) 
through the tango’s sexually suggestive glides. 

One of the most dazzling of the evening's 
turns is the ‘“Orgullo Criollo,” danced by port- 
ly Virulazo and the haughty Elvira. In a frenzy 
of footwork, he whips his legs through her 
split-second criss-crossing toe-to-heel move- 
ments. At the explosive finish they’re back to 
back, and he reaches out a hand to smack her 
affectionately on the derriere. Elvira, without 
turning to acknowledge his impudence, walks 
elegantly off stage. (It’s the moment of grace 
when the matador turns his back on the hyp- 
notized bull.) The release in the audience is 
practically physical. j 

Each of the couples has its own style, its own 
personality. Perhaps the most elegant were 
Mayoral and Elsa Maria, she of the page boy 
hairdo, the Garboesque features that threaten- 
ed to break into laughter at any moment, and 
the world’s most beautiful legs. 

In the ‘‘Danzarin”’ finale, each couple steps 
into line to perform its specialty. This is a class 
act. 

A number of solo vocals and orchestral num- 
bers were interspersed throughout the dances. 
Tango music combines native Indian rhythms 
with the habanera of the Spanish colonists, 
along with an African beat from the slave quar- 


ter. Sung in Spanish, all of the solos relayed 
messages of pain, anguish and despair. They 
were reminiscent of the passionate ballads of 
Piaf combined with the unremitting wail of the 
Andalusian gypsy. 

The eleven-piece orchestra was composed 
of four front-line bandoneons (elongated ac- 
cordians that are balanced on the knees), four 
violins, a bass, cello and piano. Two pianists 
alternated. The accompaniment was marvel- 
ous in itself. 

I loved Tango. I could, however, have done 
without two orchestral numbers and one vocal 
solo, but only in the interest of shortening the 
evening. 

Tango Argentino is at the Orpheum through 
September 7. It’s a must! Call 474-3800. 


Fall Seasons 


The Phoenix Theatre is currently presenting 
the premiere of Michael Thomas Tower’s Fall 
Seasons. 

Tower writes some fine dialogue, but what 
is missing in this first endeavor is a plot line suf- 
ficiently compelling to offer the actors some 
real motivation. With proper pacing, some 
judicious editing, Fall Seasons might work as 
a one-act, or as the first act of a more intricately 
constructed play. 

A textbook character study of an alcoholic, 
Ken (Jerry Beach) is a young painter who has 
reached rock bottom. Responding to a phone 
plea, ex-lover James (John Gilbert) has just 
spent the night with him. Wishy-washy James 
starts to leave several times to return to his 
lover Daniel, but he doesn’t quite manage to 
actually walk out the door. (I found it hard to 
believe that Ken’s hold on him was so strong 
that he had rushed out of his house without 
telling his lover where he was going. And spent 
the night. And didn’t call.) 

Lots of dialogue in Fall Seasons. Little action. 
Jerry Beach delivers both a realistic and sym- 
pathetic portrayal of an alcoholic to whom the 
end (getting his way) justifies the means. As the 
acutely hung-over Ken, his body simply re- 


fuses to retain an upright position, melting over j; 


the furniture like a pocket watch in a Dali 
landscape. 

As James, John Gilbert is disappointing in a 
role that demands compassion and strength. 
James Rosstaylor as Daniel also gives a rather 
passive performance. Both tend to recite their 
lines rather than converse with them. I didn’t 
get the impression that they were listening or 
reacting, but then the premise of the play is 
simply too static to afford an opportunity to 
interact with any sense of reality. 

The lack of plot notwithstanding, Fall Sea- 
sons is directed at a very even pace by Linda

Ayres-Frederick. In lieu of conflict, it calls for 
dynamics. Rage. Tears. Anything to make me 
believe that under all of that polite conversa- 
tion somebody still loves somebody. 

Steve Coleman designed what is undoubted- 
ly the messiest set I have ever seen. Half- 
opened drawers, overflowing waste baskets, 
piles of dirty clothes, unmade bed. Any self- 
respecting alcoholic would have felt perfect- 
ly at home. 

Fall Seasons plays Thursday, Friday and 
Saturday evenings through September 13 at

f you like going Greek, (and who 

doesn’t?) then go to Panos’. Even if Greek 

isn’t your style, you'll find a galaxy of 
flavors designed to fulfill any fancy. 

Panos’ offers everything from such Greek 
staples as avgolemono (a tangy lemon-chicken 
soup) and spanakopita (spinach and cheese pie) 
to a humble burger with dinner fries. 
Whichever way you go, you won’t be 
disappointed. 

We started with the appetizer ‘““combo 
plate,”’ a casual name that does no justice to the 
delectable array of dolma (stuffed grape leaves), 
feta cheese, salty Greek olives, taramasalata (a 
creamy blend of olive oil, lemon juice, bread 
and mullet roe), tsitsiki (a yogurt-cucumber 
+". .d) and fried zucchini. For $5.75 you can’t 
go wrong, but save room for dinner. Also, it’s 
easy to Overload on the steamed pita bread 
which redefines its chewy, often dry, 
archetype. 

Chicken Picatta ($9.95) features boneless 
chicken sauteed in white wine, lemon and 
capers. The chef avoids the pitfall of an over- 
ly acid sauce, thanks to good wine and good 
judgment. The chicken is piquant but not 
overbearing. 

Baked Coho Salmon ($9.95) has a com- 
manding presence: stuffed with bay shrimp, 
mushrooms and herbs, it is baked in a creamy 
champagne sauce. Smooth and rich, the sauce 


brings the best out of the fish, which could 
have stood on its own easily. 

Another seafood dish that scores well is 
Pacific Oysters ($8.95). Plump, fresh oysters 
are sauteed with shallots, green pepper, cream 
and vermouth. Each bite of oyster (they are too 
big to eat whole) unleashes a powerful whiff 
of ocean spray which then gives way to the 
creamy vermouth. The oysters may have been 
a bit undercooked, but then I may be 
something of a wimp. 

I love the Moussaka, a special entree which 
appears from time to time. Best compared to 
lasagne, it consists of layered eggplant slices, 
tomatoes, ground beef and bechamel sauce on 
top. The dish’s only fault is a rather pasty 
bechamel. 

The wine list boasts several Greek imports 
(A. Clauss label), including the traditional Ret- 
sina ($8.50), a happy accident which occurred 
when white wine was shipped by early traders 
in resin-coated pine casks. 

House wines (Grand Cru Sauvignon Blanc 
and Cabernet) sell for $10 per bottle. 

Panos’ ambience is clean and comfortable. 
Classical music plays softly, and small paintings 
add to the homelike feeling. This effect is 
spoiled somewhat by the gleaming stainless 
steel kitchen which juts out into the dining 
area; infrared heat lamps hanging aloft remind 
you of childhood visits to “family restaurants.”’ 

But never mind that. The food raises us 
above such petty concerns, and after a few 
bites, the whole world is a nice place. 

New desserts are featured daily here. Rum 


‘chocolate torte and peach mousse are among 


those offered. 

An “early bird special” is in effect during the 
week for those who'd like to enjoy dinner at 
a slight discount. But either way, you’re sure 
to enjoy it.

Producer Don Johnson not only juggled 
entertainers with great aplomb at his second 
annual Venetian Room blast; he also delivered 
proceeds of approximately $4,000 to the San 
Francisco Band Foundation. There’s nothing 
like a benefit that makes money! 

The house was sold out, the cream of the 
cabaret crop did themselves proud, and the 
fact that the evening ran well past midnight 
didn’t seem to dampen anyone’s spirits. 

Samantha Samuels, master of ceremonies, 
was in fine form. She sang (a moving ‘“‘God 
Bless the Child’), she camped, and she 
changed gowns ten times during the evening 
(each creation drawing much applause for 
designer Michael Casey of Wilkes Bashford). 

Musical director Bob Bauer was right at 
home up there on the Venetian Room stage as 
he set the beat for some 20 acts. Scott Hughes 
lent his big ““show”’ voice to a Man of La Man- 
cha medley and followed with some terrific 
impressions of Anthony Newley, Robert 
Goulet, Neil Diamond and Johnny Mathis. 

Marga Gomez was her usual off-the-wall, 
funny self (when she gets famous, I want the 
Marga Gomez doll concession); Weslia Whit- 
field and pianist Mike Greensill tossed off an 
impeccable arrangement of “Lucky to Be Me;”’ 
Pam Erickson sang Tom Waits’ “Picking Up 
After You;” Gail Wilson (gowned by official 
costumer Charles Batte), the pride of City 
Swing, was especially effective on ‘““You Made 
Me Love You;” and Jae Ross reprised his 
popular ‘‘Viper Man.” 

Surprise guest Sharon McNight sang ‘“‘Guil- 
ty;”’ Alma Sayles opened her medley with an 
a capella “Time Heals Everything;” The Vocal 
Minority never sounded better with ‘‘Ain’t 
Misbehavin;” the San Francisco Tap Troupe 
did just that, and I loved their nostalgia-laden 
version of “Beautiful Girls” as accompanied by 
an uncredited tenor voice. 

Elegant Deena Jones did a sweet-voiced 
“Come in From the Rain;’’ Tom Ammiano let 
fly with a barrage of one-liners; Sylvester 
brought the crowd to its feet with his star turn; 


Joseph Taro did his famous falsetto medley; 


Reginald McDonald, sounding better than 
ever, produced a powerful “I Never Has Seen 
Snow; blue-spangled Nancy McLean filled the 
room with the sound of “His is the Music that 
Makes me Dance;” Joseph Denney warbled 
“This Can't Be Love;”’ and Cindy Herron 
blitzed the assembly with “Mr. Melody” and 
finished off the evening with her lovely, 
moody “Black Butterfly.”’

Five for the Cabaret 

In celebration of the Gay Games II, several 
cabaret singers and comics performed around 
the city on the Monday of that week in an 
evening entitled ““Come to the Cabaret.”’ 
Theatre Rhinoceros scheduled a comedy 
special that resulted in an evening of hilarity, 
allowing us to laugh at ourselves and at the 
world at large. 

“The Mother of Gay Comedy,” Tom Am- 
miano, led the pack with a bright batch of new 
material. He explains his absence from the 
comedy circuit due to a vacation: “Betty Ford 
is a very gracious hostess,’ he comments, 
noting that she has come up with the idea of 
placing the photos of missing alcoholics on 
beer cans. Ammiano also visited Texas, ‘“‘where 


the women are women and the men are Anne 


Murray.” While Ammiano was in New York, 
a crazed queen pushed someone under the 
wheels of an oncoming subway train, then 
shouted, ‘‘Now I have an apartment!”’ 
Ammiano’s rapid-fire delivery also includes 
the topical: “I thought Reagan didn’t like leaks 
in the White House,’ he muses. Referring to 
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another test, AMmiano confides he would fail 
any blood test as his chromosomes are in the 
shape of croissants: 

When Suzy Berger makes her appearance on 
the stage, she immediately comments she 
knows she has gained weight (before anyone 
else could mention it). She attributes the add- 
ed pounds to daily eating from the four basic 
food groups: ‘‘Mexican, American, Italian and 
Chinese.”’ While on, the topic of victuals, 
Berger brings up “processed cheese food.”’ 
‘What other country,” she asks, ““would create 
food for another food to eat?” ° 

Berger gives readings from The Sensuous 
Woman by “‘J’’, incorporating a lesbian view- 
point into her selections with quite entertain- 
ing results. Her comic timing never lags. Dur- 
ing her witty “Dr. Ruth” parody, Berger 
defines safe sex as “not giving head with a 
helmet.”’ 

Danny Williams’ wry humor delves into the 
realms of doing temp work (he was hired to 
collate a stack of documents because the 
photocopying machine was out of order); 
restaurants (“‘ ‘Nouvelle Cuisine’ is French for 
‘I’m still hungry.’ ”’); and MUNI (“‘It’s not a tran- 
sit system — it’s an adventure.”’’). 

Williams’ sparkling monologue continues 
with a description of a book he has written: 
Castro Street on $1,000 a Day (Williams insists 
this is the ““economy” version). His book con- 
tains lessons on how to shop and wrist shak- 
ing (he gives a demonstration of this), as well 
as a section on language, just like any other 
guidebook. To speak like a native, one ‘“‘can’t 
say ‘S’”’, and he translates “‘I can’t afford this” 
into ‘“‘Here is my charge card.”

Severed Heads: 

Come Visit the Big Bigot, LP, Nettwerk. 
Excellent album with its companion single 
‘‘Propellor”’ is well worth the kopeks. These 
people from down under may just have sur- 
passed Cabaret Voltaire in their effective use 
of voices, synthetics and beat. If you like their 
stuff, please do go back and get earlier work, 
especially a mini-album called ‘Dead Eyes 
Open”. The title cut is the best thing they have 
done and rivals the very best of any group now 
using synthetics.

This second album marks a stylistic change for 
the group. To compare the two albums is like 
apples and oranges. This album features John 
Lydon on one cut, the lead singer from R.E.M.

together have produced a varied, solid, 
delightfully crazed album that may just make 
my top ten this year. 


Peter Murphy: 

Should the World Fail to Fall Apart, 

LP, Beggars Banquet. 

Kind of a disappointment after that wonder- 
ful ‘‘Final Solution’”’ single. Bad mixing and 
production values make it difficult to get ex- 
cited about. Nothing near the crisp clarity of 
‘Final Solution.” It’s a miss. 


The Young Gods: 

The Young Gods, 12”, Wax Trax! 

Yoww!! What an infectious single. The cut 
“C.S.C.L.D.F.” (which stands for ‘“comme si 
c’etait le derniere fois’’) is wonderful. Driving, 
nasty, dancy and thoroughly enjoyable. Hope 
to hear more from the group. Lately, anything 
on Wax Trax! has been worth investigating.

Leola Giles. 1985 Cabaret Gold Winner for 
Entertainer of the Year, was performing at that 
establishment. Due to the timeframe, I was able 
to catch only the tail-end of her show (all per- 
formances for ‘“‘Come to the Cabaret” began 
at 8:00). Her vampy, hotly-delivered “Dr. 
Feelgood” (this could be considered her 
signature piece) and bluesy ‘“Every Day I Have 
the Blues”’ are right on the mark. Her wailing 
during ‘‘Dr. Feelgood”’ rises from the depths 
of her soul and the total effect knocks 
one’s socks off.

Mary Watkins — ‘“‘Spiritsong”’ 

This is the noted Bay Area pianist/compos- 
er’s third album, and it marks a departure from 
her previous recordings. ‘““Winds of Change,” 
her second album, was made with a small or- 
chestra and a combo. “‘Spiritsong’’ is a collec- 
tion of seven solo piano compositions. At first 
listen, some of it reminded me of New Age 
music to do yoga by — the kind of rippling 
sounds that set your mind wandering (albeit 
down pleasant paths), and do not demand 
your attention. 

But Watkins’ musical vocabulary is much 
broader than that, and her piano playing spar- 
kles. In ‘‘Playground” you can feel the kids 
playing on the swings, a see-saw, racing down 
the slide, and climbing a jungle gym. A rather 
long mood walk in Central Park is conjured up 
by “Manhattan Mist.” ““Comin’ Home’’ starts 
with a sweet melody and takes a musical jour- 
ney before returning to the original theme. The 
title cut and ‘“‘Changing Seasons” are ambi- 
tious, evocative compositions, as one might 
infer from their names. The piece most imme- 
diately appealing is “Moonlight Chapel.”’ 

Watkins is eloquent at conveying moods; 
this music repays careful listening with a range 
of delicate textures. 


Hunter Davis — ‘“‘Harmony” 

It’s impossible not to like Hunter Davis. Her 
smiling face on the album cover looks like the 
kid next door, and her music seems just as in- 
nocent and appealing. The message is upbeat, 
catchy melodies abound, and the words are, 


This is half of what used to be The Sisters of 
Mercy. Unfortunately, this is the poor sister. 
Not a bad sister, but the lesser of the two 
halves. I like this single better than the first one 
(‘I’) and their cover of Neil Young’s “‘Like a 
Hurricane”’ is very enjoyable. 


The Sisterhood: 

Gift, mini-LP, Merciful Release. 

Well, this half of the Sisters owned the record 
company and includes the lead singer. Much 
better, though very different material. Much 
more serious, dirge-like and accomplished. 
The funny thing is that it is very easy to see 
where The Sisters of Mercy acquired their 
sound. The two halves make up the whole 
with nothing left over. Both are good, The 
Sisterhood is just better. 


More on Gay Role Models/Disco: 

As an afterword, I would like to apologize 
publicly to Sylvester, who feels very much as 
I do about the music scene in San Francisco. 
Why is it considered anti-gay to play anything 
but disco? Why am I still hearing Donna Sum- 
mer and Eddie Murphy? Why is disco taken to 
be gay music? What is the problem with play- 


ing music that isn’t a few thousand BPM ina ~ 


bar that doesn’t have a cabaret license? Why 
can one hear new music almost everywhere 
but in SF? Why is SF no longer in the vanguard 
of what’s happening? Why does a bar turn 
straight as soon as the music is changed? Why 
have I been accused of not being gay? Why is 
it eternally 1978 in SF? 

I want also to point out that Sylvester does 
a great deal of good in this city and I did not 
wish my last column to appear as a personal 
attack on him. I know he loves his work and 
truly believes in what he’s doing. In talking to 
him, I heard all the same complaints that I have 
voiced. I hear Europeans and others constantly 
ask where they can hear new, non-disco, mus- 
ic. never know what to say other than either 


» well. rice. Nice does not always equal exciting. 


Most of the album is original folk songs bv 
Davis, and some of the Ivrics arc eminent 
forgettable. Example: “‘and when i do bad/vou 
find some good in it/and i'm liking you a lou 
happy with the one i got/and darling, i love 
you.” That's from “i love you (that’s all).”’ 
Davis is aided by a stellar cast of musicians 
and singers, and Terry Garthwaite’s skilled 
production. ‘“‘Someone” features a good hook 
in the chorus, and superb additional vocals by 
Linda Tillery. Holly Near adds her soaring 
voice to the title cut, ‘Harmony,’ a plea for 
world understanding. Davis holds her own 
with these heavy hitters; she has a lovely, pliant 
voice and uses it with authority. Other plusses 
are a winsome tune called “Carolina Blue” and 
the inclusion of ‘““Hearbreak Hotel” to close the 


second side.

Linda Tillery — 

There’s nothing secret about Linda Tillery’s 
talent. Her voice shines on recordings, in per- 
formance, and at countless benefits for wor- 
thy causes. This album is no exception. It has 
everything: top-notch musicians, varied and 
interesting songs, polished production, and 
about a thousand thank-you’s on the back of 
the album cover. 

The songwriting team of Teresa Trull and 
Ray Obiedo contributes four strong numbers, 
among them the jazzy title cut about a cheating 
lover, and “Basin Street,” which boasts smoky 
vocals and an irresistible beat. It’s a hummer. 
Tillery’s reading of the classic ‘“‘Fever’’ could 
pop a thermometer, with some delicious help 
from Mary Watkins on piano. 

The cut I most enjoyed was written by Til- 
lery herself: “I’m So Thankful.” It is a short r&b 
tune, packed with soul and wonder. When her 
voice dips on “...it’s so amazing, baby,” you 
share that amazement. 


This record deserves a home on your turn- 
table.

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Shadow Theater 
Illuminates Gay Japanese 
History

en Togo considers himself Japan’s 

one-man gay liberation movement. 

Togo, 54, has run for political office, 
the first self-proclaimed gay man to do so in 
Japan. He has written books, published maga- 
zines and produced films about homosexuali- 
ty. He has operated a gay bar. And now, he has 
conceived and produced a lyrical play on the 
history of gay men in Japan. For eight perfor- 
mances in August for the Festival of the Arts 
of Gay Games II, he transported his play to San 
Francisco. 

Titled Mugen (Infinity): In Praise of Love 
and Sex, it has already been staged in Japan 
by the 10-man acting troupe Jeune Peintre. 
Founded in 1970 by Seiji Fujishiro, this group 
created a technique called ‘‘shadow theater” 
in which the actors and multi-layered sets are 
covered with pictures and images projected by 
slide projectors, while back-lit scrims create 
silhouettes. 

In an interview at San Francisco’s Victoria 
Theatre during his play’s run, Togo chain- 
smokes while he elaborates on the present and 
past conditions of Japanese gays, himself in- 
cluded. A delicate man who speaks in the fem- 
inine style of Japanese, he lights up with en- 
thusiasm when describing his plans to take Jn 
Praise of Love and Sex to New York and then 
Paris next year. But when the subject of gay lib- 
ration in Japan comes up, Togo turns morose. 

‘Tam the only one in Japan working in the 
gay liberation movement,” he sighs. Enough 


“Japanese support gay rights that he could have 


won a seat in the Diet, Japan’s national legisla- 
tive body, if politicans were elected on a na- 
tionwide basis instead of by districts, he says. 
However, he points out that just because peo- 
ple agree with social change, it doesn’t mean 
they do anything to make it happen. 

“For example, the French government gave 
money to people participating in the Gay 
Games, but in Japan we had to work so hard

to earn our round-trip airfare,’ Togo says. 
“Homosexuality is not illegal in Japan, but it’s 
ridiculed and sneered at. Japanese don’t be- 
lieve in the freedom to love.” 

The problem stems from the overall attitude 
toward individual rights in Japan. “If you ex- 
press the things oppressing you, it becomes a 
minus. Nobody in Japan complains about their 
problems. The reality is a very tough situation 
for gavs,”’ he says. 

The biggest obstacle for Japanese gays and 
lesbians, says Togo, is to do what some call 
kamu auto — come out. “Showing your in- 
ner feelings is hard for anyone in Japan. There’s 
a proverb, Kusai mono ni futa o suru (Put a 
lid on anything that stinks.). Togo describes 
himself as a “‘heretic”’ to that idea. “I’ve been 
struggling against it for 20 years.’ 

While social norms pressure gays to conceal 
their love, the Japanese government is cover- 
ing up the extent to which AIDS has penetrated 
Japan, Togo says. “The Ministry of Health and 
Welfare is hiding the AIDS patients. There are 
many more AIDS patients, but their deaths are 


recorded under other illnesses. There are. 


already hundreds of them,” he says. 

AIDS comes to the fore at the end of Togo’s 
play to symbolize the evils of capitalism, he 
says. ““Now we're in an age of destruction. In 
order to express that among the gays, the AIDS 
problem occurred. Although I wanted to de- 
scribe capitalism, I took up AIDS. Thus, I be- 
lieve our problem is not just to cure AIDS. 

“The problem is that people living now 
shouldn’t just think of themselves, but they 
must think about tomorrow’s world. It’s a 
mistake just to think of ourselves. This is not 
just a gay problem. In a larger sense, aren’t all 
of us human beings seesawing through our 
lives with the wrong fulcrum?” 

The history of homosexuality is capsulized 
in TOgo’s play by mixing shadows with Kabuki 
and modern dance. Togo’s play opens in the 
fourteenth century with a gay love triangle be- 
tween the shogun Ashikaga Yoshimitsu and a 
father and son. The son is the. young actor 
Motokiyo Zeami, founder of Noh, who con- 
vinced the enamored shogun to make Noh the 
Official theater of the military leadership. 

At that early date, homosexuality was al-

ready well entrenched among Japan’s military 
and religious elites. According to tradition, the 
first Japanese homosexuals were Buddhist 
monks who introduced it to the Land of the 
Rising Sun after their return from a visit to 
China in 806 A.D. By the end of the Heian 
period (794-1185), homosexuality had become 
popular with the Kyoto aristocracy, perhaps 
through increased contact with the Buddhist 
clergy. 

The second part of Togo’s play potrays male 
prostitutes carousing with a shogun and a 
female official in the Edo period (1600-1868), 
which Togo says was the golden age for homo- 
sexuals in Japan. Not only did gay men revel 
in their favorite pleasures, but they also cele- 
brated homoerotic themes in their own literary 
genre, shudo bungaku. 

Symbolizing the transition to moderniza- 
tion, militarization and sexual supression, Togo 
himself performs a classical Japanese dance to 
the melancholy strains of ““Moon Over Deso- 
late Castle’”’ while a red map of Japan flashes 
in the background with arrows shooting to- 
ward China and Korea. For a moment, the 
sound of soldiers’ marching obliterates the 
music, then the melody floats back as a mush- 
room cloud explodes over the skeletal remains 
of Hiroshima. Modern times include reenact- 
ment of Yukio Mishima’s suicide by seppuku 
(to the tune of ‘“Wake Up, Little Susie’’) and the 
battle gays are waging against AIDS. As a finale, 
the actors prance out in drag like Japan’s cutie- 
pie pop singers and burst into a joyous song 
about a peaceful, classless society devoid of 
prejudice: “‘G-A-Y, gay revolution!”’ On open- 
ing night, the 235 people who packed the 
theater applauded heartily. 

Togo says he regrets omitting lesbians from 
the show, noting that their history parallels 
that of gay men. Since most of Japan’s histori- 
cal records on sexuality come from the male 
perspective, the lives of Japanese lesbians 
throughout history are scarcely documented. 
The evidence that remains includes a variety 
of double dildoes used by noblewomen. “‘I 
wanted to portray love and sex between 
women, but the acting troupe is all men, so in 
a sense they can’t convey lesbianism. They 
can’t quite understand it.”

he documentary video celebrating the 
life of Chuck Solomon has come to 
public attention. To the many of us in 
the San Francisco gay community who have 
known Chuck, have worked with him in the 
theater, or have been involved in the making 
of the film, it was a great joy to see Coming of 
Age coming to fruition at the Roxie Cinema. 
To those in the audience who knew nothing 
about Chuck prior to the screening, the video 
gave them a moving, well-made portrait of an 
artistic gay man with AIDS. The film is unique 
among current documentaries on AIDS, in that 
it focuses on the main character, Chuck, as a 
full person, with family, friends, lovers, a 
Career, a personal history — a man who has liv- 
ed his life to the fullest capacity within a strong 
network of loving support. It portrays Chuck 
much more as a hero than as a victim. His per- 
sonal power, his centering and his pragmatic 
Personality have remained intact under the 


most adverse circumstances. He is a man who 
has seen his brother die from AIDS, his long- 
term lover die from AIDS, his friends drop off 
like flies around him, and now he sees himself 
living through the process of dying. The film 
is a testament to the power of love, and gives 
hope and inspiraton to all of us. It’s just the 
kind of film ‘“‘everyone’s mother should see,”’ 
and everyone’s father. 

The film, produced by Mark Huestis and 
Wendy Dallas, is an hour in length; and con- 
sidering how much footage had to be cut, con- 
sidering how many friends Chuck has who 
were Originally interviewed for the documen- 
tary, much credit for the film as it appears must 
go the judicious editing by Frank Christopher. 
During the initial filming this past spring, I in- 
terviewed Chuck Solomon for Coming Up! 
and asked him what value he thought the film 
might have. He said then, and I believe the film 
has fulfilled his expectations, that he thought 


the film would show that ‘“‘the more you love 
people unselfishly and really treat them as if 
you were they, the more everyone gets it 
back...My friends give me courage; they make 
me feel strong. It makes me proud to be alive.” 
The film is truly a celebration of life in the face 
of death. And it’s thoroughly entertaining. 
The documentary is simple to follow, 
straightforward and well-woven narratively. 
There’s Chuck, telling stories and rapping 
thoughts about his life; there are people 
who've been important to Chuck speaking 
about him; there’s a wonderful still photo 
montage from his personal photo album; 
there’s Chuck giving director’s notes to the cast 


Of Levitation; and there’s a marvelous clip of 


Chuck as a performer doing his scene from the 
1977 Crimes Against Nature — the show he 
sees as being a turning point in modern gay 
theater. The highlights of the video, in terms 
of sheer entertainment, are the wonderful 
spots from Chuck’s gala 40th birthday party 
held this spring at the California Club. The 
footage from the party captures the playful, 
performance-oriented nature of his being 
through the entertainment by his friends. 
Chuck’s life-long love for high drag is per- 
sonified by the inimitable Doris Fish; his in- 
terest in musical comedy is captured by 
members of the San Francisco Mime Troupe 
doing vaudeville; Aaron Shurin plays the heart- 
strings with his poetry; Tom Ammiano keeps 
us rolling with his stand-up comedy; and 
Esmerelda brings to life the ongoing tradition 
of the romantic chanteuse. For pure fun and 
as an opening sequence for the whole 
documentary, there is the unadulterated camp 
of Sandal Hebert doing Marilyn Monroe sing- 
ing “Happy Birthday.” The entire documen- 
tary is in effect a grand toast to gay life in San 
Francisco. 

I think the important underlying message 
which Chuck delivers to all of us is that 
nobody should have to die lonely and alone. 
The gay community is a community of deep 
extended relationships. It is to the credit of the 
man, Chuck Solomon, that he is able to per- 
sonally shatter the devastating myth which his 
father had first laid on him when he came out 
to his family so many years ago. His father told 
him that being gay would mean he’d end up 


as a ‘‘bitter, lonely old man.’’ Chuck Solomon 
has made a point of spending his life extending 
his loving gay energy in building relationships, 
building a support network, building gay 
theater and building the kind of community of 
which we can all be proud. The video suc- 
ceeds in promoting a positive, caring, artistic 
image of gay San Francisco in the midst of the 
AIDS crisis. It well deserves national 
distribution.

(continued from previous page) 
ple I mentioned in the “‘un-popular” category 
have not received widespread media attention. 
You will not see Princess Tinymeat or even 
Marc Almond on MTV. To bea role model, to 
my mind, requires that the person or persons 
be household (in this case, gay household) 
words. 

The other thing is that I did not really omit 
considering independent label artists. We enter 
the realm of “‘suspect-gay”’ artists here. There 


are a great number of very worthy bands who ~ 


are gay and bands who have gay members, but 
none of them have come forward to declare 
the fact. None of them are particularly well- 
known either. I have a whole list of gay-suspect 
bands of the highest calibre, but chose not to 
deal in the area of speculation. My column 
dealt only with self-declared gay artists. 

As to Romanovsky and Phillips’ album, 
‘Trouble in Paradise,” the lyrics are dynamite, 
but it’s not Rock. This is a Rock column, and 
although I’m pretty flexible with my terms, I 
can’t quite stretch them to include cabaret 
music. They remind me of some of the mater- 
ial that Sparks have put out. (Are they gay? I 
have no idea.) I think they’d be very good in 
concert; certainly their politics are in the right 
place. 

So, in closing, I don’t think I omitted-any of 
the little guys, and if they want to write me and 
declare themselves before San Francisco, I'll be 
happy to put them up for gay role modelship.

An Upward Battle to Survive

ive minutes before taping, it would 

never occur to you that John Canalli 

is upset; on the contrary, he is cool 

and assured. Only later, at the Cafe 
Flore, does he let down his semi-spiked hair, 
all but pounding his fist in frustration. 

The producer-director of San Francisco's 
Gay Cable Network (GCN) has poured heart, 
soul and dollars into making his baby fly. After 
31 weekly shows and a plague of doubts as to 
whether he could continue, he is hopeful — 
no, convinced — that things are going to take 
off. 

His fledging craft augments the existing GCN 
show from New York, begun three-and-one- 
half years ago by Lou Maletta, and now mailed 
here for broadcast. 

Airing Tuesdays at 9 pm on Channel 6, the 
show offers a news and events segment call- 
ed ‘Pride and Progress,’ and an entertainment 
extravaganza entitled ‘The Right Stuff.”’ 

Canalli contributes San Francisco highlights 


to both segments of the hour-long syndicated ' 


cable show. Local gay talent (in Canalli’s 
words, “every one of the important gay com- 
ics’’) have appeared on the show at least once. 

More than once, Canalli has drawn fire from 
angry viewers who feel misrepresented, ig- 
nored, or just plain offended. Controversial 
regulars include Doris Fish and ‘‘Tippi” the 
Weather Girl (who host “‘The Right Stuff’), and 
Carol Fyfe as the pedantic ‘Dr. Farkle.”’ 

Despite the complaints, Canalli maintains 
that GCN serves a vital function. He cites the 
recent protest in New York (sparked by the 
Supreme Court’s sodomy ruling) which snarl- 
ed traffic for hours and disrupted the Miss 
Liberty Celebration parade — and which went 
unmentioned on national television. 

No neophyte to the realm of video, Canalli, 
30, spent four years directing San Francisco's 
International Gay and Lesbian Video Festival 
with Frameline. Even as he speaks of his cur- 
rent venture, he is looking to the future. 

[Coming Up!]: This may seem like an ob- 
vious question, but why a gay cable show? 

[Canalli]: Well, certainly we aren’t 
represented in the media enough, and when 
we are, we’re not necessarily represented by 
gay people. They might be straight writers 
with straight actors playing gay people... also, 
we have a lot of people to promote: musicians, 
artists and comedians who are gay identified, 
and aren’t afraid of any stigma attached to that. 
They deserve wider recognition even within 
the gay community. 


You're currently broadcasting over Viacom 
Cable 6 which bas about 92,000 subscribers. 
How many viewers do you have of those who 
subscribe? 


We believe, and the people at Viacom also 
believe, that about one-third is gay, and they're 
very comfortable with that figure. 


Gay men? Lesbians? 


We assume that there are more gay men 
who have cable than gay women, because gay 
men do have more income. 


Talking about income, what's your eco- 
nomic base? You have advertisers, right? 


No, we have no advertisers right now. We 
have some in the wings, but I have been pay- 
ing for Gay Cable Network myself. It has been 
very expensive, and I’m finally coming to the 
realization that I cannot support the network 
for much longer — until we have some adver- 
tisers. In the beginning we had advertisers, but 
they were really inappropriate. I just wasn’t in- 
terested in having phone sex advertisers for the 
Gay Cable Network. I think it deserves much 
more. 


How much does it run you per show? 


The cost runs, including rent on Viacom and 
peripheral costs, I'd say about $350 to $450 


per show. 

The New York GCN has 
managed to acquire some 
advertisers — why is it you 
haven't been able to attract 
them also? 


nal 
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It’s because the community is not ac- 
climated to the idea of using an electronic 
medium for an advertising approach. The en- 
tire gay community in San Francisco has 
always relied on the print medium, and it has 
always worked to some degree... but now I 
think it’s time to move on to the electronic 
medium. 

Maybe part of the trouble ts that advertisers 
don't like the show... 

I don’t know what people expect to see. I 
know many people are very happy with the 
show; I know many people are unhappy with 
the show [but] any real improvement in the 
show, such as taking it into a three-camera 
studio, will have to come from a very firm 
advertising base. 

So it sounds like a chicken-and-egg type of 
thing. 

Everyone concludes this, and it doesn’t real- 
ly help the problem. It’s a matter of waiting 
around and surviving until people finally get 
the idea that, ‘Hey, this could really help my 
business.” ...If the show is not up to speed in 
someone's opinion, rather than kill it, maybe 
they should help it. 


In general, the show doesn't focus much on 


women’s issues or perspectives. That's been one - 


of the complaints. 
situation? 

The situation is just as you describe. There 
are not enough women involved, although the 
women who have been involved with the pro- 
gram have stuck with the program all the way 
through... but the show involves many men, 
and since Doris [Fish] and Tippi are emceeing 
the entire entertainment show [The Right 
Stuff], it may give the show a very heavy 
transvestite look, and that isn’t the intention 
at all. 


But does that offend some people, women in 
particular? © 

Oh, I assume that it does offend some les- 
bians. But I think that lesbians should be aware 
of the fact that men dressed as women is con- 
sidered high art in every country in the world, 
except the United States — certainly in the 
Third World, and in Spain, and all over Eur- 
ope. 

And I have to remind women that if icy 
aren’t willing to contribute to the show, how 
can they expect it to be the show they want 
it to be? Anyone who wants to be on the show 
can be. I’ve never turned down anyone who’s 
come to me with an idea ready for taping. 


Could it be that the attitude is ‘‘Well, as long 
as the show is going to represent such images, 
I don’t want to be involved or have any part 
of it.” 

Well, if that is what they’re saying, then 
that’s really unfortunate, because we will 
both suffer. If someone thinks that drag isn’t 
going to be on the Gay Cable Network, they’re 
out of their minds. I don’t see why someone 
would consider a drag queen a negative 
stereotype. 

Anyone who is theatrical is, in my opinion, 
a drag queen. It’s ridiculous that people would 
try to eliminate an entire show just because 
there’s some aspect of it they don’t approve 
of. Isn’t it funny when your own gay brothers 
and sisters act as mouthpieces to a middle class 
that -will always despise them? 

What have been some of the other criticisms 
from the audience? 

One of the larger criticisms is that the 
newscasters and some of the comedy people 
are reading their material. The reason is that we 
don’t have teleprompters. We do have sound

problems. I’m afraid the sound is not as clear 
and sweet as I would like it. 


I guess when you consider that people are 


generally conditioned to slick three-minute | 


segments with a smooth voice-over — that’s 
something that GCN really doesn’t have at this 
point. 

Those efforts take an incredible amount of 
time and money and personnel, and we don’t 
have any of those things. 

SO you're saying money is the issue. 

Yes. Millions and millions of dollars are 
spent to make our television the best television 
in the world. Millions of dollars are spent so 
that we will not be bored. 

People act as if they’ve never seen boring 
television before, and that really amuses me, 
because when I watch TV, I can’t find anything 
interesting at all — unless it’s Divorce Court. 


Yet you are getting some support — there are 
people who love the show. Tell me some of the 
things that they really like about it. 

People really like Tippi [The Weather Girl]; 
they really like Dr. Farkle, [who] seems to be 
be most controversial character on the 
program. 

Hm, let’s see... [pause] there is not the 
response that we need from the gay communi- 
ty. I feel often times that I’m working in a 
vacuum. It would clue me in to what the 
public is ‘thinking I would get more letters. 

People are not used to reacting to their tele- 
vision sets, and I understand that it’s a very 
passive medium. 


What are your strongest hopes for the show? 


I’d most like to see syndication in Oakland 
and San Jose. I would really like to do a pro- 
gram that would be just about and for women. 
I would expand the programming and make 
more of an outreach to the women’s commun- 
ity. 


What are some significant changes that have 
happened lately? 


Well, we'll be giving the show a whole new 
look, first of all in terms of the opening credits, 
giving the show a more consistent look with 
graphics. 

The other thing is that our contract [with 
Viacom] is now renegotiated, and our lag time 
has been shortened from 12 days to five days, 
which for the news is extremely important. 
The news Will be out on Thursday, and will be 
broadcast the following Tuesday. 


So, where do you envision the show being 
next year? 


I expect the show will be a little more fast 
paced. The performers will relax into the’ 
characters they’ve created for themselves. I ex- 
pect better news coverage in the future. It will 
be more timely. I think everyone will become 
more motivated as they see their efforts be- 
coming more noticed. 


Given the givens, is GCN an idea whose time 
has come? 

Oh, definitely. It’s amazing that it’s taken this 
long in this community to have something that 
represented the vast diversity of the gay com- 
munity. I’m shocked that it’s taken this long. 
We have got to be aware of what our gay 
brothers and sisters have to go through , 
whether it be in rural areas or other urban 
areas. We’re basically in a fantasy land that has 
no bearing in the rest of the world — there is 
no city like San Francisco, and it’s high time 
we realize it.
